THE DEFEATED BILL. 


The bill which has caused so much discus- 
sion and was finally defeated inthe Reichs- 
tag, fixes the peace footing of the German 
army, including privates and corporals, on a 
yearly average at 492,068 men from Oct, 1 
1898, to March 81, 1899. The infantry will be 
com posed ot 711 battalions, the cavalry of 477 
squadrons, the field artillery of 494 batteries, 
the foot artillery of 87 battalions,the pioneers 
of 24 battalions,. the railway troops of 7 
battalions and the train of 21 battalions. The 
avera strength is calculated on the prin- 
ciple that the infantry troops in general will 
go through two years’ active service with the 
colors 

The preamble set forth: That dy the law 
of March 11, 1887, the peace footing was fixed 
at 468, 400 men until March 31, 1694. This num- 
ber was increased to 486, 983 by the law of 
July, 1890, which came into force from Oct. 
Jof the same year. A new e legislative enact- 
ment is therefore necessary before 3 1. 
1894. Meanwhile the political and mi itary 
situation has altered to our disadvantage

neral war is found in the great belt of 
— cations which stretches its length from 
Calais to Besancon, and extends from the 
French frontier haif way back to Paris. For 
some two hundred miles the fortifications are 
close upon the border of the provinces an- 
nexed by Germany in 1871. Aside from 
the fortress at nw which is 
pushed up into the French corner 
next to Luxemburg, are Verdun, with a cita- 
del and eleven great forts extending over 
twenty-three miles; Toules, with ten forts, 
extending over twenty- four miles; Epinal, 
with eight forts, extending over twenty 
miles, and Belfort, which Moltke coveted for 
Germany in 1871, ‘with six forts, extending 
overtwenty-one miles, Between these great 
citadels of military strength are scattered 
some twelve or thirteen smaller forts,so that 
fromthe Swiss to the Belgian frontier not a 
sparrow can fall to the ground along Ger- 
many’s border without being within range of 
French cannon. 

All the larger forts are connected by double 
lines of unperground telegraph wires and by 
Gouble-track railways for the concentration 
ot troops, according to the location of the 
attack. The ground around them is cleared, 
so that every attacking force must advance 
over country affording no protection and 
swept by the guns of the garrisons. Accord- 
ing the importance of these positions, the 
forts are armed with twenty, firty or eighty 
guns ofthe latest patterns. At night wires 
strung with bells are stretched where they 
are least likely to be seen, sothatan ad- 
vancing force must give notice involuntarily 
ofitsapproach. Wires without Dells are also 
strung for the purpose of tripping advancing 
infantry and throwing into confusion ad- 
vancing cavalry. In addition to all this, the 
fortifications at such centers of strength as 
Belfort, Verdun, Toules and Epinal have 
armored towers with the heaviest guns. 

That nothing has been left undone to pre- 
pare these forts against every emergency is 
shown by the provision for a siege. All 
northwestern France is a fortified camp, 
such as no army ever attempted to storm or 
march through. Back of all these fortifica- 
tions France has a second line of defenses 
bardly less invulnerable than the first. 

But Caprivi’s appeal fell on unwilling ears, 
as recent events have shown.

Ambassador Eustis. Received by 
President Carnot. 


Imposing Ceremonies Attending the 
Presentation at the Elyse. 


MILITARY ESCORT FROM THE HOTEL TO 
THE PALACE, 


The Affair Far Outshone the Reception 
Accorded to a Minister — Orowds 
Watched the Procession Along the 
Avenues-—The Address and OCarnot’s 
Response—Chatting About the World’s 
Fair—Foreign News.’ 


Pants, May 6.—The Hon. James B. Eustis, 
American Ambassador to France, presented 
his credentials to President Carnot to-day, 
Mr. Eustis in making the presentation said: 

Recently the French Government elevated 
the rank of fts distinguished representative 
in the United States to that of bassador. 
My Government immediately responded to 
this initiative and conferred the same rank 
on its representative in France. I, therefore, 
have the honor tobe the frst Ambassador 
accredited from the United States 
to the French Kepublic. The change was in- 
tended by my Governmentas an additional 
manifestation of friendly disposition towards 
the French Repubiic. Representing the sen- 
timents of the American people, the Iillustri- 
ous citizen who is chief executive of the 
American Republic desires that the amica- 
ble relations existing for so long between the 
two governments should not only be main- 
tained but strengthened. Permit meto as- 
sure you thatto accomplishthe desired re- 
sult ray personal inclinations will lead me to 
contribute hearty co-operation. The ties of 
friendship between the French and the 
American people originated at a 
very early period in our 
history ,and the similarity of our political in - 
stitutions and forms of government should 
tend to unite the two peoplesin bonds of the 
closest sympathy. Fortunately,no event cana 
now be foreseen which can cause any differ- 
ences between the French and the American 
nations. Being a native of a section of my 
country once possessed by France, I feel not 
altogether a stranger to your language, your 
history and the traditions of your marvelous 


civilization.

pression of President Gleveland's high per- 
sonal esteem for your excellency, at the same 
time wishing to the French nation success 
and prosperity.’’ 

CARNOT’S RESPONSE.

After that they shook hands, sat ona sofa 
and talked for a few minutes about the two 
great nations and the Chicago Exposition.

Eustis was escorted back with the same 
pomp, feeling that it is a gratifying thing to 
be an Ambassador.

The attendant ceremonies were imposing, 
and interesteda large portion of the popula- 
tion in Paris.

GONE TO PRISON. 


Dr. Apperson Will Serve His Sentence in 
the State Penitentiary. 


CALIFORNIA, Mo., May 6.—Dr. David A. 

Apperson ofthis place bas gone to Jefferson 

City to serve a sentence inthe State prison. 
He is a dentist and is 81 years old. 

In November, 1891, he accused his wife of 
unfaithfulness. She confessed and named 
D. P. Moore, the Mayor of the town, as her 
paramour. Apperson did not upbraid his 
wife, but said that he would leave her and 
take his little boy with him, Shortly after this 
Moore, who is a married man, called at the 
house and Apperson fred two shots at him, 
one of which inflicted a painful but not 
fatalwould.

Key West, Fla., May 6.—Adres-Peniche, a 
supposed Spanish spy, was expelled from the 
island last night.

To-day’s developments 
have shown tuat he threatened to 
raise a cry of fire during the big meet- 
ing last Thursday night in San Carlos hall, 
and during the excitement to shoot Delegate 
Jose Marti.

The Queen of 
Spain is reported to have expressed herself 
as satisfied that the army in Ouba is sum 
clent for all needs, but is firm in 
her determination to let no _ sacrifice 
interfere with the retaining of Cuba as a 
Spanish dependence. The following is the 
story of how the Sartorius brothers sur- 
rendered.

As a 
matter of fact, as everybody knows, she is 
almost purely German, with a German name 
and ciose German ancestry. she is in every- 
day life very nice to look at, although she 
seems to be quite the 26 years that are hers. 
These 26 years iend an unusual interest to 
the verse Aifred Austen has composed in her 
honor, however. Austenis one of the En- 
glish poets, who, it is whispered, might be 
induced to accept the vacant laureateship if 
sufficient pressure was brought to bear on 
him. Here is the first stanza: 
Lift up your gaze from the ground, 
Maiden, mourning too leng;

THE PRINCESS MOURNS. 

It has been a matter of general comment 
thatthe Duke of York has received a tele- 
gram of congratulation from nearly every 
member of royalty in Europe except his 
own mother. Indeed, it is whispered that 
the prolonged absence of the Princess of 
Waites, and especially her absence at the 

t moment, is due to her disapprovai of. 
proposed union between the Duke and 
‘Princess May. It is singular that she of all 
persons should object, for it is known that 
she was mainly instrumental in bringing 
about the engagement with the Duke of Clar- 
ence and that she always regarded Princess 
May with almost as great affec- 
tion as her own daughter. Then, too, the 
marriage of her own sister, the Czarina, with 
the Czar, came about under precisely the 
same circumstances as this under which the 
Duke of York isto marry the Princess May, 
andthe union is notoriously the happiest 
ble. Hdéwever, the Princess has taken a 
melancholy turn since the death of her oldest 
son.

Although 
the dreary waste of amendents has extended 
to the thirty-third page, the oppositition are 
far from being satisfied with the promise of 
delay.

time. Their only alternative now isto con- 
centrate their energies upon manufacturing, 
moving and discussing amendments. The 
situation created by the Speaker’s ruling 
was considered last evening by fortyU nionists 
representing Mr. Balfour and Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s wings of the opposition. Mr. Balfour 
and Lord Randolph Churchill did most of the 
talking at the meeting for the Conservatives, 
Mr. Chamberlain, for the Ulster-Unionists, 
and Col. Saunderson for the Ulster-Loyalists. 
The most important decisions were that the 
Unionists oppose any attempt to exclude 
Ulster fromthe full operation of the bome 
rule bill, and that the Government should 
pass the Parnellite amendment providing 
for the retention at Westminster of all 103 
Irish members instead of but eighty as pro- 
posed by the bill. The Unionists endeavor 
to make this retention conditional upon 
a redistribution of Irish seats. The 
attitude of Mr. Gladstone towards 
this amendment has been 80 
variously stated that yesterday Justin Me- 
Carthy and John Dillon called upon the 
Premier to obtain from him an unequivocal 
declaration in the matter. They received 
from him positive assurancesthat he would 
not yield his determination to keep in the 
House 103 Irish members with votes on all 
questions. At the same time Mr. Gladstone 
said that he would not consent under any 
circumstances to the redistribution of seats 
advocated by the opposition. 

Mr. Gladstone has decided to deter the con- 
sideration of the financial clauses until the 
last so that the opinion of the House will be 
fully ripe for dealing with them. He has re- 
quested the Irish members to spare him as 
far as possible further proposals of amend- 
ments andtocurtall their speeches in com- 
mittee, in order that the decisive step to- 
wards the passing of the bill may be 
taken rapidly. His plan is to 
press ahead from division to 
division with all possible speed, and he is 
averse to any plan which willaid the Union- 
ist policy of delay. He has promised not to 
hesitate in applying the closure whenever

TEMPERANCE CONVENTION. 

Lowpoxr, May 6.—The British Woman's 
Temperance Convention ended last evening. 
As the business has been conducted behind 
closed doors, detalls of the turbulent pro- 
ceedings are not easily obtainable. Lady 
Somerset, the London president, and Miss 
Frances Willard left the city immediately 
after the adjournment. 

The correspondent was, however, able to 
obtain some interesting information con- 
cerning the convention from Miss Docura, 
secretary of the British Woman’s Association 
and leader of the minority against Lady 
Somerset. Miss Docurasaid: ‘*‘Lady Somer- 
set wishes to introduce politics into a 
strictly temperance organization, for in- 
stance, such questions as the eight 
hour working days, woman’s suffrage and 
the opium trafic. She got a committee 
elected tosupport her viewsand purposes, 
but it was not legally elected. Then she de- 
clared resolutions carried when she had not 
even put themtovote. She sprang this sur- 
prise upon us on Wednesday. Weentered a 
protest on Thursday, but Lady Sometset ruled 
that it was out ot order. Naturally we left in a 
body. The dissenting delegates numbered 
170; they nominated their committee and 
Lady Somerset nominated hers. Then she 
advised the delegates to vote for her noml- 
nees eh bloc and declared them elected, 
although they were not. She behaved in a 
manner altogether high-handed and aroused 
the indignation of many delegates besides 
the dissidents. 

A number of the amliated branches of the 
association have seceded. We shall not take 
immediate steps towards organization, but 
shall wait and see how matters go. One re- 
sult of Lady Somerset’s high handed pro- 
ceedure is likely to be a lidel suit 
against her. In her opening address, which 
was printed and circulated, she libeled Mrs. 
Atherton, amember of the committee. Mrs. 
Atherton has sent to her to demand an apol- 
ogy, and, if the apology is not made, will 
bring a sult against her.

A Train of Sixteen Cars Blown From 
the Track. 


SENT ROLLING TWENTY FEET DOWN AN 
EMBANEMENT, 


A Brakeman Killed Instantly and Other 
Train Employes Hurt— A Farmer Fa- 
tally Crushed in the Runs of His 
E ou - Orchard and Vineyards Lev- 
eled—Rain and Hail—Swollen Rivers. 


GAINESVILLE, Tex., May 6.—A part of a 
cyclone swept Cooke County at 4o’clock this 
afternoon. Inthiscity the storm was less 
severe than inthe country. The moving of 
a few houses and demolition of awnings was 
the greatest damage. 

Asouth bound freight train onthe Santa 
Fe, consisting of eleven loaded and five 
empty cars, was blown from the track four 
miles south of here, killing the hind brake- 
man, S. A. Gunn of Cleburne. Gunn was in 
the cupola when the wind struck the 
train and sent it fiying twenty 
feet down the embankment. The 
caboose turned over three times and Gunn 
was caught beneath the cupola, crushing his 
head in at the temple. He died instantly. 
He was uomarried, but has a 
mother at Cleburne. T. Burns, 
Assistant Trainmaster, who was in 
the caboose, was badly cut about the head. 
His shoulders were alsobadly hurt. Tom 
Terrell, the conductor, received a deep cut 
over the left eye, and also had injuries about 
the Knees. Roadmaster Maples received 
serious internal injuries, which may result 
fatally. W. 8. Prior was the 
only brakeman to escape, being 
on the engine. Fair Plains, the 
place where the accident occurred, is on the 
ridge ofa hill, sothatthe wind blows with a 
full sweep. The train was barely moving 
when struck, the high wind almost stop- 
ping it. 

Three miles south of here L. Blackburn’s 
two-story house was demolished. Mr. Black- 
burn fell amid the debris and was so badly 
crushed he cannot recover. His wife was 
also badly injured.

THE WAR LORDS’ DEFEAT. 

The really effective opposition to the 
German army bill sprang from the senti- 
ment expressed in Herr Richter’s question, 
What is the use of patriotism to a man 
with nothing to eat?’’ b 

Militarism has had its own way in Ger- 
many ever since the war of 1866 between 
Prussia and Austria. All the energies of 
the nation have been devoted to strengthen 
and perfect a military establishment which 
was designed to insure the supremacy of 
the Empire of 1871 and the extinction of 
France asa first-class power. Moral and 
intellectual development has been neg- 
lected if not positively checked by this 
war-like policy, while the material wel- 
fare of the people has been totally disre- 
garded. The working people are striking 
and agricultural laborers are starving in 
the face of plenty because the product of 
labor is drafted away to feed the war lords 
and their idle retainers. Not only has the 
effective industrial energy of the Empire 
been depleted, but the burden upon the 
workers left in the shops and on the farms 
has been made heavier. They have to sup- 
port not only their own families, but a 
host of non-producers in barracks and 
camps. 

The people of Germany are undoubtedly 
dissatisfied with this ruinous policy. 
While as proud of their country and as 
jealous of German supremacy as the most 
exacting patriot could wish, it is seen that 
a nation’s vocation in history is not 
merely to conquer its foes. It cannot 
maintain its place asa factor in civiliza- 
tion unless the material and spiritual wel- 
fare of the people is carefully fostered. A 
nation of starving men cannot put an army 
in the field able to cope with battalions 
recruited among men with well filled 
stomachs. The military resources cannot 
run far ahead of industrial development, 
anda government which pursues such a 
policy too long is sure, sooner or later, to 
be forced to meet assault with a depleted 
treasury and a fatal lack of the inspiration 
of patriotism, for hungry men are seldom 
patriotic. 

The defeat of the bill brings German 
militarism face to face with industrialism. 
It is a question between the fighters and 
the workers, and there is strong ground 
for hope that the coming election will be 
carried by the party of peace and honest 
labor. The German people will probably

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ONE of the most useful exhibits at the 
Fair is that of cornmeal and corn-bread. 
We are now producing about 2,000,000,000 
bushels annually of this cereal, of which 
only about 1,000,000 bushels are exported. 
As Europe seems to be suffering from a 
never-ending famine, she could not do 
better than to adopt this American grain 
as a substitute. The poor of the Old World 
would certainly find ordinary corn-cake 
more palatable and nourishing than the 
food they are accustomed to in hard times, 
and the well-to-do classes would soon 
acquire a taste for the daintier breads. The 
farmers of America should push this feat- 
ure of the exhibition and see that the meal 
is ground by a miller who knows how and 
that the bread is made in all its popular 
varieties by Western cooks who have mas- 
tered the art of corn-bread making in all 
its branches.

The essence is é¢mployed medicinally for 
bladder trouble and rheumatic ailments, 
with even more success than the tnereben 
thine. 

In Caledonia the Niaouly enjoys the repu- 
tation of rendering healthy every territory 
in which it is introduced. This is un- 
doubtedly true, for in all parts of New Cale- 
donia where this tree is at home the fever is 
not Known at all. The New Hebrides, not 
far from New Caledonia, are aiso in posses- 
sion of this health-preserving mascot. 

The antiseptic properties of the olly es- 
sence ofthe Niaouly, abundantly contained 
in the leaves are very great, and wherever 
they happen to fall into swamps, morasses 
or rivalets, they disinfect the water com-

the Bucalyptus, the Niaouly needs 
ple of sunshine. The seeds, which are 
ve ne, must be caretully sown and cov- 
ered with about an inch of earth. It is best 
to do this inthe months of May, June and 
July. By December they will have advanced 
enough to be planted In the place where they 
are destined to grow. Ine tree is easily ac- 
climatizgec, and inthe warmer countries can 
Be made as much at home as on its native 
soil,

HIS FONDEST WISH. 


ADMIRAL GHERARDI WANTS TO FINISH HIS 
SERVICE COMMANDING THE NORTH ATLANTIC, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 6.—Admiral 
Gherardi bas at last filed his application to 
be made Commander-in-chief of the North 
Atiantic squadron. It isa serious matter 
with the department as to how the Admiral’s 
services in the late ceremony should be 
recognized. There is a disposition to treat 
the old seaman with great consideration. 
Considering his lack of experience in the 
Management of fieets, he conducted the 


affair with some 9 of ability. He wus 
greatly favored y the weather, but, 
all criticism aside, the department is 
desirous of making the last fourteen 
months of his active service in the navy 
pleasant and agreeable. As has been stated 
before, however, in these dispatchos, there 
is a strong feeling against givingtot old 
officer command of a squadron of war suips. 

Such a feeling implies no lack of respect for 
whatever services Admiral Gherardi has 
rendered the navy and the country. He 
grew to bean old man beyond the time of 
life when men take readily to new ideas, 

when the work of rebuilding the navy was 
projected. 

It is certainly not his fault that he was not 
among the young and active and enthusias- 
tic men who built ships and who have 
learned the methods of handling squadrons 
underthe conduct of Admiral Walker. It 
may bethatthe Secretary will yield tothe 
request of the Admiral, which he says is the 
fondest wish of his heart to finish his active 
service as head of the North Atlantic Squa- 
dron. But itis hoped by the best officers of 
the Navy and by the civilians ofthe depart- 
ment who have its interests most at heart, 
that something else honorable in its distinc- 
tion can be found for him to do. 

It has been suggested, forexample, that a 
European squadron be composed for him 
and that some graceful acknowledgment o 
his recent services be made by the Secretary. 
To grant Admiral Gherardi’s request would 
involve an injustice tothe officer who is in 
command of the North Atlantic squadron, 
whose command has been only temporarily 
suspended for the purposes of the review. It

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AN ARMY RAFT. 


Ingenious Manner in Which Beef Hides 
Are Made Into Floats. 


Written for the SUNDAY PostT-DISPATCH. 

For army purposes in the field or campaign 
the inflated, sir-tight leather bag as a raft 
support is an excellent article, 

These leather bags are made from the hide 
of beef and one alone is 
above water the weight of more than two 
men. For constructing rafts rapidly they 
are highly suitable. Although the subject is 
somewhat technical, it is not uninteresting 
to describe the procedure of con- 
structing these leather bags on 
the spot from the skins of

thistube. Whenthisisdone it is fastened 
like the rest. The raft to be carried by these 
supports is made ofa frame and cross bars 
over which the planks are laid, and fastened 
with tenons. The bags, usually four or six 
of them, are tied to the raft by their extremi- 
ties, so that the hags float on their back. 

A big of this kind made of the hide of beef 
weighs about 28 pounds. When inflated its 
carrier force is equal to the weight of the 
animal from which it has been taken, about 
450 pounds. 

A raft built on four of these bags will carry 
ten men, floating (inches above the water 
level. Six bags will support twenty men, 
carrying them from 2to 8 inches above the 
water. Four oarsmen are stationed at the 
sides to steer the craft.

Can you use any color with safety to the 
health of the victim?’’ I asked. a 

Jes, almost any color but yellow. The 
inks never wash or rub out, and by my pro- 
cess never fade. The manner of doing the 
work is my own invention, which I will show 
you presently. ' 

‘*Then you have never had a case of blood 
poisoning?’’ 

Out of about 300 cases I can remember 
four that resulted badly. The causes are 
really neglect, however, and need never oc- 
cur if aue caution is observed. They usually 
happen through the carelessness of the suf- 
ferer, Who is in a hurry to put on his shirt 
when the inks are still wet. Of course the 
flannel adheres to the skin,and when he 
drags it off the dye enters the blood and then 
there is danger.’’ 

Is the process attended with any pain?’’ 

‘‘Notanythingtospeakof. Nothing com- 
pared to the Japanese custom. For instance, 
Lord de Clifford, who underwent an exhaust- 
ive tattooing experiment in Japan, was seven 
weeks tinder care of operators, and it took 
him seven more weeks to recover his hormal 
health. I know that noone living has the 
system of tattooing by electricity that I have 
here. 

We were tnterrupted by the arrival of Mr. 
Sugden, who was to have a design completed 
on the arm for my benefit. He was seated in 
ahigh chair near the table, where a strong 
light was thrown upon the bare arm held 
rigid for operating purposes. 

Iwo large-sized grasshoppers, one flying 
with open wings above one lower down, 
which had apparently settled, were already 
traced in black India ink. 

The tattootst suggested and sketched the 
design of a barley stalk with leaves and 
silken beard, upon which the two grasshop- 
pers should meet, He drew the lines roughiy 
on a sheet of notepaper, andthe victim ap- 
proved. A liquid preparation was then 
smeared over the skin so that the outlines 
could be traced with a lead pencil on the arm. 
This being done, the patient expressed 
his desire to have cocaine injected so as to 
make the action of the needle painiess, This 
proved tobe the most painful part of the 
operation, as every minute line in the draw- 
ing had to be separately injected with the 
drug on the same principle that doctors inject 
morphine. The entire quantity of cocaine 
used was not over two grains, but it 
was vVisibily enough to produce that 
dazed and pleasant sensation which 
accompanies the after effects of all 
strong opiates. Of course the action of the 
needle after this was painiess. In fact, Mr. 
MacDonald implied that after alli it was not 
really necessary to use cocaine, because the 
pricking was almost as slightas the sensa- 
tions of an electric shock. As a modern in- 
vention this particular needle apparatus, 
which is the only one in the world, is a 
unique piece of mechanism. This needle or 
needles, for sometimes two or three are used 
with their points bent toward a single apex, 
are attached in a closed leather tube about 


is set in motion on the principle of a piston- 
rod by electrical connections to which the 
needles are attached. The point of the needle 
is gauged to shoot from within the tube just 
far enough outwards minutely to pierce the

By this means the points are dipped in the 
colors required as a paint brush. The opera- 
tor merely draws it as a pencil along the 
lines of his original tracing and the Ink sat- 
urates and sinks into the skin, leaving the 
indelible marks. 

The design was completed in less than an 
hour’s time, 

The needies used are especially selected 
instruments, asevenin an assorted packet 
they vary in dimensions and shape, 

During the operation I glanced through 
various books, or rather records, of the 
tattoolst’s work where each design that had 
been made was placed on a separate page, 
with the name of the manor woman who 
carries that design on his or her body 
written in a corner of the same page. 

Ofcourse I could not reprint the names 
here, though if I did they would constitute a 
chapter in sensational journalism that would

country of their birth. In former times it 
fas probably somewhat different, for few 
records are so rich in distinguished 

as those of the Taaffe s, which, geneal- 

ogists assert, can be traced back ward to the 
reign of Edward I. They bristle 
with § descriptions of the note- 
worthy deeds, martial and religious, 
of the brave warriors, eminent bishops, 
Pious abbots and austere monks and huns 
‘bore the family name, and the death of 

of the most celebrated of them all— 
bishop Taaffe, the Primate of Ireland— 

in 12988 is iamiented by the flattering old 
chroniclers of those Gays as an irreparable 
loss to the Irish church. The Taaffes were 
related to the O’Haras, Dillons, Plunketts 
aud other well-known families whose stir- 
fing @eeds impart a favor of variety 
and interest to Irish history. In the 
first half of the sixteenth century we find 
them already in Austria, doing battle with 
the Turks; they fought bravely at the siege 
of Vienna, and contemporary literary histor- 
fans averred that in one memorable battle de- 
feat was turned into victory by the personal 
prowess ot one of the Taaffes. In 1667 a gal- 
lant member of the family won the title of 
Count of the Empire, inherited by the 
present Minister-President; and ever since 
then they have played a conspicuous 


ana singularly bonorable part in the 
fenks oof the so-called court aris- 
totracy of Austria—as distinguished from 
the feudal nobility—one of whose representa- 
tives is credited with the profound 
philosophical apophthegm that, properly 
speaking, mankind begins with the baron 
andends with the monarch. But the two 
distinctive traits which during ali the vicis- 
gitades of a checkered existense eminently 
characterize the Austrian branch of the 
family of theTaaffes are Celtic loyalty to their 
sovereign and unshaken fidelity to their 
church. The present Count’s father, who 
was honored with the absolute confidence of 
the Emperor, was President of the High 
Court of Appeal in Hungary at the time 
When a high-handed attempt was being 
made to Germanize the Hungarian people, 
and the perseverance with witich he carried 
on the arduous and dangerous work, appoint- 
ing to Hungarian courts German judges, who 
were unable to express themselves in any 
language but their own, and himself admin- 
istering justice in the same obnoxious 
tongue, was an eloquent testimony to the 
abundance of his eal and to his lack of polit- 
ical tact. 
HIS RISE IN LIFS. 

Asa boy, Count Taaffe was a playfellow of 
the present Emperor, sharing that distinc- 
tion with Counts Falkenhayn and Coronini. 
Asayoung man, after having anished his 
studies at the Law Faculty of the University 
of Vienna, he was one of the first students to 
pass his examinations on tile strict lines 
prescribed by the new university laws; 
after. which he entered the civil ser- 
vice, beginning at the lowest rung of 
the ladder, and rising with a slowness 

ely distinguishable from stagna~- 
, and scorning to utilize the intimate re- 
s that had so long subsisted between 
and his sovereign to lighten his labor 
hasten his advancement. He was still at 
base of the administrative pyramid, oc- 
pying a dificult and unenviable position, 
ben the Emperor, then on a visit to Linz, 
t him by chance, recalled the days of their 
childhood, and questioned him about his 
/ position and prospects. After this pro- 
motion was remarkably rapid, until, 
in 1867, when scarcely thirty- 
four years of age, he was removed from the 
post of Statthalter of Upper Austria to that 
of Minister of the Interior under the famous 
Boust, and in the following year he occupied 
simultaneously the important positions of 
acting Minister-President, Minister of the 
Interior, Minister of the Police and Minister 
ofthe Land Defenses. That was a very try- 
ing time for Ministers and Cabinets, the 
conflicts between Czechs and Germans, 
Clericals and Liberals, Federalists and 
Centralists, paralyzing all attempts at 
useful legislation. In spite of his Liberal 
surroundings, Count Taaffe has always been 
a Federalist at heart; less, however, in vir- 
tue of any abstract theory than because he 
regards the extension of the principle ot au- 
tonomy asthe only satisfactory solution of a 
dificaitand dangerous problem. Eagerto 
establish peace between Czechs and Germans, 
Count Taaffe presented a memorandum to the 
Emperor in February. 1870, in which he and 
two ot his colleagues strongly recommended 
a change of policy in the direction of auton- 
omy and Federalism. The majority of the 
Cabinet at once drew up a counter-memo- 
randum, protesting against any change, 
whereupon Count Taa and his two col- 
leagues resigned. He returned a few weeks 
later on the formation of a new Ministry, but 
whet this, too, broke down, after a short 
Spell of ten months, he withdrew from par- 
liamentary life and accepted shortly after- 
wards the post of Statthalter of Tyrol, which 
he retained for seven years. In February, 
1879, after the lamentable breakdown of the 
German Liberal Cabinet, he was appointed 
Provisional Minister of the Interlor, with 
which office he combined a few months later 
that of Minister-President, both of which 
posts, in spite of the confident predictions 
and steady opposition of the German Left, 
he bas contrived to retain without interrup- 
tion ever since. 
POINTS OF PERSONAL POPULARITY. 


Count Taaffe is one of those rare public per- 
gonages who cannot well be brought under 
any single category, but ali each one a class 
to himself.

His command of his features, which 
he is able to distort so as to resembie 
a friend or an enemy, would make the 
fortune of a professional comedian, and some 
of his feats of mimicry enable oge to realize 
the almost incredible achievements related 
of Garrick ; while his control over his feelings 
is so perfect that he could summon a smile to 
his lips on the rack, or, like Scarron, crack a 
last joke on his death-bed. His voice is as 
docile to his will as his facial muscles, and he 
can imitate beasts, birds apd babies to per- 
fection, while causing their moving 
forms to appear in shadowy 
outline upon the wall, These 
varied gifts and accomplishments are 
not usually reckoned among the indispensa- 
bie qualifications of a contemporary English 
statesman; but they cannot be said to con- 
stitute wholiy useless ballast in Austria, 
where they have frequently enabled their 
possessors to score a solid triumph denied to 
his saturnine opponents, who consider him 
to be, like Mr. Podsnap, a too, tod smiling 
man. It is scarcely to be wondered at, 
therefore, that the members of the German 
Liberal Ministry (the so-called ‘‘Oitizen 
Cabinet’’) should have themselves re- 
quested the Emperor to appoint Oount 
Taaffe to be their President, or that the 
monarch, while turning his back upon his 
ministers, Herbst and Giskra, in order to 
mark his condemnation of the Dungling way 
in which the insurrection in Dalmatia had 
been put down during his absence abroad, 
should have shown himself unusually affable 
to their colleague, Count Taaffe, who, 
as Minister of the Land Defenses, 
was technically responsible for the 
im puted mismanagement. But no 
more striking proof of his ex- 
traordinary powers of suasion and his gtft of 
raising vague hopes could possibly be in- 
stanced than the smile of satisfaction with 
which certain of his political opponents have 
left the precincts of Parliament after having 
listened to his disparaging remarks about 
them and their ways, firmly convinced that 
his speech was a mere sop to Cerberus, 
all the more necessary that he cordially 
sympathized with them in his heart. 


PECULIARITIES OF APPEARANCE. 


His own countrymen are hopelessly divided 
in their estimates of Count Taaffe and his 
work. Manyof the politicians who see him 
only in Parliament, where, like Mrs. Fezzi- 
wig, he isalways wreathed in smiles, take 
him for a Hiberno-Austrian Ogniben, so 
bland, self-possessed and serene does he ap- 
pear even in the face of difficulties that 
would drive any other statesman to despera- 
tion. Those who know him only from 
portraits and paintings fancy him 
to De an insufferable Sir Lucius O’Trigger, 
whose arms are mere dluster and bravado. 
Strangers who have noted for the first time 
the spare form, the marvelously black hair, 
the elastic step and the mercurial gait of the 
Prime Minister as he enters the House; the 
agility with which, when an opponent rises 
to speak, hesprings upon his table, letting 
his feet dangle over his chair, and the smile, 
in which bitterness is sufficiently blended 
with pity to harmonize with pose and figure, 
can scarcely dis pel the illusion that they are 
in the presence of the most perfect embodi. 
ments of one of the chief characters of 
Goethe's principai drama. 


No better statesman could have been 
chosen to inaugurate a policy of concilia- 
tion; and no wiser policy could have sug- 
gested itself toa government whose peoples 
are so bitterly prejudiced against each other 
thattrial by jury for political offenses was 
found to bean impossibility. Count Taaffe 
possessed numerous points of contact with 


wiar with the Olericals; as a Minister 
who haa voted against the Concordat,he was 
respected by the Liberals; he had worked to- 
gether with the German party in the ‘‘Citi- 
zen Cabinet;’’ had won the heart of the Bo- 
bdemlans. Croatians and Poles by his out- 
spoken advocacy of a federalistie policy, and 
even the Anti-Semites, naturally disposed to 
harbor a grudge against the statesman whose 
ubiquitous mentor and alter ego—M. Blum- 
enstock—is a Jew, fancied that they could 
rely upon his sympathy,and hope for his sup- 
port. 

But he himself regarded as a far more solid 
qualification for the role of peacemaker his 
conception of what government in Austria 
should be. It should begin by discarding 
theories. Political principles Count Taaffe 
condemns as a weakness, and his friends and 
enemies are as one in declaring liim free from 
any stain which the possession of them might 
be held to imply. The nationalities of Austria, 
although or because mostly Christians, cor- 
dially dislike each other, and can only be 
induced to cultivate affection for a tertium 
quid, who is the Emperor; the only union pos- 
sible being, therefore, one of the head, not of 
the heart, he holds that the power of the 
head should be strengthened till it becomes 
practically absolute. As the weakest ele- 
mentofthe population never wholly loses 
the power to inflict serious injury upon the 
State—the richest province of Holland was 
once ruined by a rat which burrowed a ho'e 
in the dike and let inthe sea—no nationality 
or class should ever be heavily trodden upon 
orturn. Lastly, Austria, never having been 
one and indivisible, cannot be governed as if 
it were an organic whole; consequently, how 
imperative soever the need for unity, no sys- 
tem of Government can hold out long which 
is based upon the negation of federalistic 
principles. 

HIS DISSEMBLING TAC TICS. 


The tactics which the new Minister em- 
ployed in order to obtain a fair trial for these 
maxims were well adapted totime, people 
and circumstances. Count Taaffe is a clever, 
practical psychologist of the most pessimis- 
tic type, whotakes an incredibly low view 
ot human virtue, which heis ever tempting 
into crooked ways, and he seldom discovers 
any grounds to question the correctness of 
his theory, or to doubt the infallibility of his 
rules. His memory is * store - 
house of the weaknesses, hypocrisies 
and delusions of other men; his intellect 
a repository of cunning little devices for set- 
ting them in motion. But he never poses as 
a censor Of morals;only as an appraiser of 
motives. He affects, and probably feels,sur- 
prise at nothing. He could listen calmly, 
nay, with apparent benevolence, to the 
reasoning of the president of a 
Taaffe assassination committee, and find 
some plausible pretext for paying 
him a compliment or making 
him a concession. One day a mass- 
meeting of over ten thousand 
workmen assembled in the streets of Vienna 
to discuss politics and propagate socialism. 
As this was the day fixed for the opening of 
Parliament the meeting was ipso facto illegal, 
but Count Taaffe, although in possession of 
the information fora fortnight before, had 
taken no preventive measures. The orators 
were dangerously outspoken, thecrowd ex- 
cited and restive,and shouts were heard that 
the Prime Minister should be calledto task. 
Count Taaffe agreed to receivea deputation of 
three, to whom he accorded a most gracious 
reception, asking them to confide to him 
their troubles and formulate their wishes. 
They could not, they replied, be satisfied with 
less than complete freedom for all Austrians 
to meet, speak and publish what they think, 
the introduction of universal suffrage, the 
disbandment of the standing army and im- 
mediate pledges that their demands would 
be complied with, Count’ Taaffe list 
ened attentively to the utterances of the 
reformers, nodded his head knowing- 
ly at the proper places, came to the 
help of the speakers occasionally with 
a suitable expression, and in reply told them 
that they had formulated their views with 
admirable clearness and coherency, and that 
as the realization of their scheme entaiied 
very comprehensive changes which could not 
be carried out by him alone, he would not 
lose a moment in laying the matter before 
the Councm of

The manner in which he receives disagree- 
able deputations affords one of the most typ- 
ical illustrations of Count Taaffe’s meth K 
The spokesman, painfully conscious o 
seriousness of the situation, appears at the 
head of the delegates, who march solemnly, 
silentiy and resolutely into the presence, de- 
termined to compel the Government to bend 
or break. Count Taaffe receives them 
with the usual beaming smile, strokes 
one affectionately on the shoulder, 
takes another familiarly by the 
arm, offers them all cigarettes and 
cigars, volunteers a witty remark on the 
latest topic ofthe day, tells some piquant 
anecdote in connection with it, then seizes 
upon some remark made by one of the dele- 
gates to start a fresh subject, which he I- 
lustrates with another strongly favored 
story and so keeps up a running fire of small 
talk till the worthy deputation is laughed out 
of its ution as Munchauser’s bear was 
tickl out of the forest. His suasive 
powers, when brought to Dear upon a 
limited circle of hearers, are of the 
miraculous kind attributed by Irishmen 
to Cormack McCarthy, the Lord of the Blar- 
ney Stone. Asa public speaker he is one of 
the most dismal failures that ever addressed 
an audience. His tongue is generally a knife 
to cut his head off. Hence in his public 
speeches, as in Joe Gargery’s private utter- 
ances, ‘‘I mean ter say’’ recurs with painful 
and bewlidering frequency, the incautious 
wording or hasty expression of intention 
or desires calling for limitation or toning 
down. The present parliamentary 
and ministerial crisis is the direct outcome 
of one of these spontaneous outbursts of pub- 
lic oratory, occasioned, but by no means 
provoked, by a speech of Prince Schwarzen- 
berg. This time the ensuing ‘‘meantersay,’’ 
which was written down and read out with 
due emphasis, not being found to tally with 
well-known facts, was received with in- 
credulity, and the .crisis was the result. 


ALWAYS UNDER A MASK. 

In his dealings with political allies and 
opponents Count Taaffe is flippant and 
cynical to a degree. He transacts the most 
important business as if it were a practical 
joke. If politics were a comedy and political 
lifea schoolboy’s entertainment, the tone 
he adopts would be perfectly in place. He 
seems constitutionally incapable of treating 
the most momentous questions in a serious, 
sober spirit. This tone, which he has suc- 
ceeded in imparting to others, consti. 
tutes an essential element of his tac- 
tics; it renders politicians more tractable and 
compliant, accustoming themto make light 
of the sacrifices they feel called upon to make 
and to minimize the advantages they neglect 
to secure. But,in truth, his levity and cynic- 
ism are but surface deep. The few who know 
the real man, when the palliamentary mask 
of folly is laid aside, find the con- 
trast pathetic, almost tragic. Solicitude 
for the well-being of the Empire is 
audible in his every word, visible in his 
every look, and to the mind of the observer, 
who had been comparing him toa cavalier 
of the Restoration, reminiscences occur of 
the heroismof Junius Brutus and the single- 
mindedness of Schiller’s Fiesco. Attach- 
ment to his sovereign and his country is the 
one moving forceof his being, and its in- 
tensity is that of the old Highland clansmen 
or of the extinct Irish wolf-dog. 

This is the real key to his livingand work- 
ing. What difficulties, disappointments and 
dangers he has to contend with will never be 
revealed. I have seen him at times when he 
evidently believed himself alone with his 
troubles, which were then at their height, 
and I shall never forget his look, in which 
intense agony, wild defiance and utter 
despair seemed fighting for the mastery; it 
was most painfully suggestive of the 
last regard of the wounded fox, as it 
stands at bay a moment before the end. 
**You in Austria, wrote Adolf von Herzog 
to the celebrated Minister-President Schmer- 
ling, require to be governed by a man pos- 
sessed ofa head of filnty hardness and a 
soul of the toughness of copper wire. And 
he might have added, devoid of the slightest 
trace of selfishness, for the coinin which 
eminent Austrian statesmen are usually 
paid has little resemblance to gratitude. 
The official class, which summed up 
Radetsky’s brilliant servicesin the epithet 
„old ass’’ cannot be expected to show itself 
more appreciative of the merits of a political 
galley-slave. One of the most successful of 
French statesmen once remarked to his 
friends, who were explaining his feverish 
pulse and sleepless nights as the result of 
anxiety about the destiny of Europe and so- 
licitude for the welfare of France: ‘‘The few 
square feet that constitute the 
King’s bed-chamber cause me more 
trouble and anxiety than all the battle- 
felds of Europe.’’ Whether and to what 
extent Count Taaffe could indorse this state- 
ment had best be left to his future biographer 
to determine. Certain it is that, burdened, 
as heis, with a peck of private sorrows of 
his own, racked by a painful disorder, at- 
tacked by indefatigable opponents, thwarted 
by political allies, tolling and moiling day 
and night, Sunday and holiday, without 
respite or rest, his labor will be his sole re- 
ward. When his heart is withered like grass, 
and hisdays consumed as smoke, the most 
appreciative epigraph he can hope forisa 
dry statement of the melancholy truth that 
Death wipes blame awry.’’ 

HIS DEALINGS WITH THE CZECHS. 


Holding with Sir Robert Walpole that every 
man has his price, and having discovered for 
himself that many men simply give them- 
selves away, Count Taaffe hopefully entered 
into negotiations with the Czechs for the 
purpose of inducing them to send their rep- 
resentatives to the Parllament of Vienna. 
The task, however, seemed utterly be- 
yond his powers, for abstention from 
Parliament has been the trump card of 
sulking Austrian nationalities ever since the 
constitutional charter was conceded. Mora- 
vians, Ruthenians, Croatians, Poles, Ger- 
mans and Roumanians had played itin turn. 
It was one of the most eMcacious weapons 
wielded by the Hungarians intheir struggle 
for independence, and ithad brought the 
Czechs themselves within an ace of the same 
goal in 1871. Their determination not to 
swerve an inch from this beaten track 
was, therefore, not easily to be 
shaken. But, like the Pied Piper of 
Hamelin, Count Taaffe had only to strike up 
one of his lively melodies on his magic flute, 
and the grown-upchildren followed him un- 
questioning tothe side of Koppenberg Hill. 
Being above all things practical and the last 
man inthe world to rig out an expedition 
against the south wind, he never attempted 
to argue against their principles, content to 
leave them the shadow if only they would 
concede to him the substance. He 
tola them that they might well 
enter the legisiative assembly under 
protest, and thus obtain for their peoplea 
share of the good things in the gift of Parlia- 
ment, without forfeiting such advantages as 
their federalistic standpoint was calculated 
to afford them. The Czechs yielded to the 
tempter and, having solemnly read a vigor- 
ous protest in both Houses absolutely deny- 
ing the right of Imperial Parliament to legis- 
late for Bohemia, they quietly took their 
places and assisted it to legislate, and have 
assiduously frequented its sittings from that 
day tothis. The Minister might well sum up 
the work of that epoch in the words, ‘‘Veni, 
vidi, vici.“ 

No doubt the Czechs had their own price 
and Count Taaffe paid it without a murmur, 
contenting himself with compelling them to 
take half a dozen bites of each cherry that he 
set before them. The Germans, whose 
orchards were being despolled in order to 
supply all these cherries, were naturally dis- 
satisfied, but they had only their own will- 
fulness to thank that the Czechs made such 
an advantageous bargain. Instead of ac- 
cepting office in Count Taaffe’s Cabinet 
or closing with the other Alterna 
tiveand offering a strenuqus opposition 
they spent their energy in predicting the 
minister’s speedy fall and then waiting, like 

wher, for something to turn up and 
y their prophecy. They rémained for

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Die; while the Caechs and 
National Minister in the Cabinet who carried 
a list of desirable concessions in his pocket. 

Of all parties in the the Ger- 
man Liberals were and still are the only 
serious advocates of the constitutional 
status quo in Austria, All the others grace- 
fully acquiesce in or loudly clamor for the 
reorganization of the monarchy on purely 
federalistic lines. Count Taaffe’s twofold 
task was to conciliate these jarring elements 
on the one hand, and utilize, so to say, the 
electricity generated by the friction for the 
purpose of strengthening the hand of the 
Government on the other. The latter 
problem he has solved in a masterly manner, 
and whereas independent Hungary is now a 
truly constitutional State in which the power 
of the monarcn js scarcely more considerable 
than that of the King of the Belgians, Austria 
is become absolute in everything but the 
name, When Count Taaffe assumed the reins 
of government in 1879 the people was the 
political god and the Parliament was 
its prophet. The parties kept con- 
stantiy turning towards their con- 
stituents for guidance and encourage- 
ment as the sunflower turns toward the orb 
ot day. At present every political group, ex- 
cept the thirty-five Young Ochs, is infinite- 
ly more solicitous about the good will of the 
monarch than about the approval of the 
population. Formerly the Parliament re- 
volved round the democratic earth; at pres- 
entitturnsround the imperial sun, and 
Count Taaffe, were vanity one of his failings, 
might boast that he has realized that ideal 
form of government which Count Hartig, 
years ago, declared to be the only one suited 
for Austria, in which the Emperor hears, 
weighs and commands; his subjects desire, 
talk and obey.’’ 

THE DANGER OF THE POLICY. 

It would ill become a foreigner to inquire 
too curiously whether this peaceful revolu- 
tion is at bottom an evil or a boon; it would 
be impossible, however, to biink the fact that 
a comparison of the Austria of to-day with 
the Empire of 1879, from a military, econom- 
ical and financial point of view, shows a con - 
siderable balance in favor of the current year 
and presses home the conviction that 
while the crew were quarrel- 
ing or fraternizing below the 
captain and his officers were at their posts 
on the bridge, and the ship making headway 
against wind and waves. To this consoling 
result the minister's colleagues materially 
contributed, and this is another proof of 
Count Taaffe’s eminent qualifications for the 
work. His gift for discovering the right man 
for the right place is as unerring as the un- 
conscious power of the oyster to extract from 
the water the various elements from which 
it forms its shell. He may with truth be said 
to possess one of the best staffs of higher of- 
ficials of any government in Europe, every 
manofwhom was directly chosen by him. 
self. 

The grave danger of Count Taaffe’s system 
lies less in its immediate effects—however 
calamitous they may appear—than in the 
future inevitable fruits which the first 
serious international disturbance may sud- 
denly bring to maturity. It was at the con- 
clusion of the war of 1866 that Hungary won 
her independence, and what may take piace 
after the coming war will, to a considerable 
extent, depend upon what seed has been 
sown during the present peace. To 
fancy that in Austria itself there is 
any force sufficiently strong to resist 
the Czech demands, supposing all other 
conditions to be propitious, isto live ia a 
fool’s parudise. In 1871 Count Hohenwart 
experienced no dimculty in getting together 
a majority which declared itself in favor of 
Bohemian independence and federalism. His 
majesty had no hesitation in approving the 
demands and promising to comply with 
them. Oount Hohenwart 16 still a political 
personage, the leader of a numerous party 
and hand in glove with the Government, 
and a month has scarcely elapsed since the 
present Parliament solemnly censured 
a German member for accus- 
ing the Czech Separatists of treason 
against the State. If, therefore, any great 
international disturbance, such as a Euro- 
pean war, were to destroy or momentarily 
weaken these other forces, which alone guar- 
antee the unity of Austria and the prepond- 
erance of the steady, peaceful elements of the 
population, an equally complaisant member- 
ship could be sent to Parliament to-morrow 
too, and the Hamburg monarchy trans- 
formed into the United States of Aus- 
tra before the summer soistice. The 
enormous advantages of political power, 
moral influence and efficient organization 
which the present minister has for thirteen 
yoars been systematically conferring upon 
the Separatist Czech party, who openly 
avow their resolve to use it to the full when 
the opportune moment arrives for the dis- 
memberment of the Empire, constitute the 
danger and involves the condemnation ef 
the conciliatory policy of Count Taaffe,

UNDER A MOVING TRAIN, 


Sensation cf a Man Who Thought His 
Last Hour Hai Coms.

To fallundera running railroad train, to 
lie on the rail and see death approaching one 
atthe rate of fifteen miles or so an hour and 
only a few feet distant, is an experience not 
given to many to be able to relate. Yet this 


is what happened to a Chicago man. 
How did it happen? What were you 


thinking about?’’ he was asked the other day. 
Well,“ he repled, I had no time tofind 


out howit happened, but 1 do remember a 
good many things that 1 thought of while it 
was happening. Now it seems utterly impos- 
sible to me that sucha flood of thoughts could 
Hash through my brain and leave their indi- 
vidual and distinct impressions as did in the 
almost, immeasurable short space of time 
that I lay on the rail in front of those wheels. 
It is said that ust at the moment of one’s 
death the whole doings of a lifetime are held 
up for review in less time than it takes to 
wink one's eye. Ican readily believe it, 

In less than a second 1 thought of the 
many railroad accidents of which I had read. 
It fashed through my mind that 1 had often 
seen men credited with wilful negligence or 
reckless intention in allowing themselves to 
be Killed or maimed, and there I was on the 
track, ready to furnish another illustration. 
Yes, sir, there I lay, fat on my back on the 
rail, and saw the wheels of the after truck of 
the carcome rolling along and only a few 
feetaway. It most seemed as H I felt them 
crushing and grinding my bones, yet I had, 
it seems, time to think also of how easily a 
fellow gets killed. 

1 thought how foolish it was to accuse 
others of foolhardiness in getting run over 
when I myself was about to become a horri- 
ble example. Ithought of how often I had 
‘let up lightly’ engineers and conductors and 
helped to take the blame from them and put 
it on the fellow who got killed. But my 
greatest regret, in the time I had to think 
was that I had so often adversely criticised 
the man who got run over. 

Strange as it may seem, however, these 
were not half my thoughts. I realized that 
I was yet alive, inthe vest of good health 
every bone and limb sound, sotos k,. and 
the next instant 1 would, I felt, ground 
into pleces and my flesh and bones spattered 
over the raliroad track. There was no power 
in the world to help me, so it seemed; not all 
that the engineers or conductors or brake- 
men could do would be of any avail. Then it 
fashed through my mind that I was on the 
brink of the other world and I had not even 
a chance to make one repentant prayer. I 
wondered what it would mean for me. 

‘*While those ideas were running through 
my mind I must have made some sort of an 
effort toescape. I have no knowledge of how 
I did it, but I did roll off the rail outward. 
The wheel caught my heel, though at first it 
seemed as if my foot was cut off above the 
ankle and I was powerless to move it. I man- 
aged to get on to my right foot and balance 
myself on that for a second to get my 
thoughts together as to what I shoula next 
do. It has taxen me ten or fifteen minutes to 
tell this thing, but it did not, I should judge, 
from the rate the train was sping, Ay 
anything like a second of time for it to 
happen.’’

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A BURIED CITY. 


RUINS OF SILCHESTER, A CITY OCCUPIED 
BEFORE CHRIST’s COMING

Tothe antiquarian and the historian, the 
ancient buried city of Silchester, England, is 
proving almost as interesting a field of re- 
search as has far-famed Pompeii. But little 
has been done towards uncovering its treas- 
uries, the excavations being confined to the 
forum and one or two of the principal dwell- 
ings, but many and rare are the relics which 
have so far rewarded the search - 
ers. True, comparatively nothing 
of intrinsic value bas so far been discovered, 
nor is it thought likely that many such finds 
will be made, since the city was sacked and 
all valuables carried off before it was re- 
duced to rulns. 

The history of the city is full of romance 
and replete with sadness. All that now re- 
mains is the wreckage of what was once 
an important city,a British oppidum years 
before the age of our Lord, a Roman- British 
city from about A. D. 60, full of life and in - 
dustry, teeming with human interests up to 


about A. D. 560, when the West Saxon armies 


roadways little corn and grass can grow. 
So beautiful specimens of tesselated 
— Ti have been discovered; no doubt 
more will be found. Two of these pave- 
ments have been taken to Strathfieldsaye. 
Specimens of foreign have . been 
found in the ruing of the houses for 
wall linings. The county is stoneless. All 
the large stone capitals and shafts of tire 
columns must have been brought from a dis- 
tance, mostiy from the neighborhood of 
Bath. No doubt during the many ages vast 
quantities of the stones which were once 
**Silchester’’ have been taken away from 
the Buried Oity,’’ especially in earlier 
times, as from the cheapest and most access- 
ible quarry, the country bein g stoneless. 


A number of articles have been found, 
including pottery of Samian and rough Brit- 
ish ware, Remains of boots and shoes, glass, 
knives, ploughshares, nails, writing styll, 
bells, keys, locks, chains, hooks and spoons. 
Implements of the different trades, such as 
the tools and tessere of workers in mosaic 
pavements, butchers’ knives, whetstones, 
axes, hammers, chisels, a carpenter's plane, 
files, blacksmiths’ tongs, a Roman scale beam 
and the trappings of horses. Toys for 
children: Rocking-horses, toy anchors, little 
axes, bronze toy goats, eagles, buckets, etc. 
Games: Dice, counters, draughts. Articles 
and ornaments of women’s toilet. Two pots 
full of money have been discovered and 
many single coins. These date from Augus- 
tus before the crucifixion and end with 
Arcadius, A. D. 410-15,when the Roman mili -

—not improbably under the command of 
King Ceawlin, descendant of the 
god Woden—Dbesieged and took it, 
and probably burned and sacked it. 
The basilica and some of the houses, temples, 
etc., show the marks of a terrible fire. The 
burnt charred timbers, melted bronze, cal- 
cined flint stones and many other indications 
are mute witnesses of the fames which wiped 
the ruined, plundered town out of existence. 

The first sight of Silchester as it now stands 
isnot by any means a promising or inviting 
one. The ruins cover an area of something 
like one hundred acres, the sites of the 
excavations which have already been 
made being marked by a few low 
mounds of earth and stone. Not one-quarter 
of the city hes yet been uncovered. The site 
of the buried city is the property of the Duke 
of Wellington, There is a small grassy 
amphitheater outside the city walls, which 
are standing with scarcely a break. Roughly 
speaking, the ruins of these walls are still 
ten, fifteen to twenty feet high. The four 
gates, east, west, south and north, are well 
marked; in some instances the very 
guard chamber can be distinguished. 
There are clear traces of another 
and older wall of earth outside 
the Roman stone walls, showing that the 
Celtic city had an outer lineof defense. The 
Celtic oppidum, ofcourse, was built before 
the Christian era. Itis not absoiutely cer- 
tain, though probable, that the city was at 
once completely deserted after the sack and 
conflagration of the West Saxons (under 
King Ceawlin). Antiquariesare divided on 
this point: some think a poor remnant re- 
turned after the great catastrophe and for a 
time continued to dwellamongtheruins of 
their once beautiful home,

small Roman-British Christian church. It 
stood at the corner of two main streets, a 
little to the southeast of theforum. This is 
the oldest church in England and one of the 
oldest in Europe. It is about forty feet long 
with a nave, two aisles, small transepts, 
chancel and apse, its floor still fairly perfect, 
made of coarse red tesser@ and an altar floor 
of dlack and white checkered mosaic. The 
altar stood just in the apse at the west end of 
the church and the ministering presbyter 
must heve stood behind thealtar. The date 
of this early Christian church is about A, D. 
850, or a little earller—330-340. 

The principal excavation has been the 
forum, on one side of which stood what 
must have beena stately ,Dbasilica, some 280 
feet long, with tall and elegant columns, at 
each end an apse in which the judge sat, the 
public having access for meetings and de- 
dates in the great hall between the two 
apses. Rooms onone side of the hall for 
various municipal purposes can be clearly 
traced; surrounding the whole block of the 
basilica and forum was a colonnade. The 
south side of the forum was occupied by 
municipal and probably imperial offices, 
the north and east side with shops. 
The divisions of these are clearly 
marked. The original trades carried on in 
these shops, which have been closed for 
even more than thirteen centuries, can in 
some instances be accurately discerned—for 
instance, the sh and oyster shop, with its 
bed beneath of countless oyster shells, the 
very pan or jar which kept the oysters alive 
has been found; the butcher’s shop, with the 
peculiar knives, severalof which were dis- 
covered, etc.; the public semicircular seat 
for tired citizens, sheltered from the cold 
north wind, is also there plainly marked.

Dr. Erokaw Presents a Remarkable Spec- 
imen of a Tumor. 


The St. Louis Medical Society held its regu- 
lar meetiog last night at the Board of Educa- 
tion Building, with Dr. W. J. Langan, the 
Vice-President, in the ehatr. Drs. M. A. 
Bliss and G. H. Thompson were elected asso- 
clate members ofthe society, and the names 
of Drs. A. G. Enderle, C. M. Nicholson, M. D. 
Jennings and K. A, Baker were proposed for 


membership. The first order on the pro- 
gramme was a paper by Dr. Latdley, but 
with his consent the case of the 
evening was presented by Dr. A. V. L. 
Brokaw. The case was one which is unparal- 
leled inthe West, and has created a great 
deal of interest among surgeons generally, 
it being a remarkable operation for the ro- 
movalofatumor. fhe woman from whom 
the tumor was removed is now about 62 years 
of age and has deen suffering with this

growth for about eight years. When the case. 


Was taken by Dr. Brokaw the woman was in 
imminent danger of suffocation, from the 
fact that the organs had all been pushed 
crooked by the growth.

The cir- 
cumference of the woman’s abdomen before 
the operation was 58 inches and 80 
heavy was the tumor that she had to ca 

it with her hands when she wanted to stand. 
The growth after being removed weighed 


‘ninety-six pounds and the woman weighed 


scarcely as much. The inclosing skin had 
been so distended and stretched that there 
was a large flap or fold of skin left which 
willhave to De absorbed by natural pro- 
cesses. The whole operation consumed in 
all about forty-five minutes, the patient be- 
ing kept under the influence of chioroform 
all the time. The day after the operation 
Dr. Brokaw left the woman in charge 
of his assistant and a trained nurse, 
and this evening he read a letter from the 
nurse to the effect that she was coming home 
on Monday, as the patient was getting along

This City’s Name. 


TO BE THE FASTEST AND MOST PALA- 
TIAL VESSEL AFLOAT. 


The Ship Will Be the First Euilt for the 
Line in America—Will Probably Be 
About as Large as the Great Eastern 
and Cost in the Vicinity of $3,000,-

TO BE THE FASTEST STEAMER AFLOAT. 

The St. Louis will be a 30,000 horse- power, 
will have compound expansion engines and 

uadruple cylinders, the largest 100 inches in 
diameter and the smallest 70 inches. The 
largest steamers usually carry but three 
cylinders, The St. Louis will De the fastest 
steamer on the ocean when Duilt, and will be 
able to beat either the Campania or Luzania, 
the new Cunard Line vessels. The Campania 
broke all records on her maiden trip, and the 
St. Louls is expected to do like- 
wise, The Campania has 25,000 horse- power 
engines and 180,000 pounds of steam is 
required to move her. The st. Louis will 
have 30,000 horse-power and require 230,000 

unds of steam. As the Campania and 

gania are each 620 feet long the new st. 
Louis will necessarily be much larger Mm order 
to carry the extra size engines. The St 
Louis will probably equal and may exceed 
the length of the Great Eastern, 680 feet, 

The steamers Majestic and Teutonic, about 
which there has been so much written, cost 
$2,000,000. The steamer which will bear the 
name of the Future Great will probably cost 
nearly $3,000,000. 

A FLOATING PALACE. . 

The fittings of the vessel will be wholly 
American, and, according to President Gris- 
som, there will as much difference 
between the new ship and the ships 
now afloat as there is between 
an Knglish rallwa coach and 
a Pullman palace car, That Mr. Blain and 
Mr. Leighton and all the committee feel 
elated 18 12 mildly.

St. Louis to Chicage. 

CHICAGO, III., May 6.—With tears streaming 
down her wrinkled cheeks a policeman found 
an old Swedish woman in the Grand Central 
Depot. She gaid her name was Mrs. Chris- 
tina Lindberg and that she had walked to 
this city from St. Louis to find her daughter, 
Her feet were sore and swollen from the lon g 
tramp and she had not eaten for many hours. 
She and her aged husband, John Gustav 
Lindberg, left st. Louis, April 10, for Chicago, 
and they arrived here Thursday. 
They walked every step of the 
way, often sleeping out at night and 
living on what they could beg along the 
road. This morning the old couple wan- 
dered into the Grand Central Depot. 
husband went out to search for his dau 
leaving his wife inthe depot. He sai 
he would return ats o'clock. At?7o’clock he 
had not put in an appearance, and the old 
lady’s face was bathed in tears when the 
depot policeman asked her the cause of her 
trouble. Through an interpreter she told 
this story: 

Five years ago my husband was well-to- 
do. He owned an orange grove in Florida 
andsold it for a good sum. We took the 
money and went back to Sweden. After 
living there two years we decided to return 
to America, We started in business in St. 
Louls and lost nearly all we had. A year 
ago our daughter, who is 18 years old, came to 
Chicago to work for a man named Gustavsen. 
For several months we have not heard from 
her. Not knowing whether she was dead or 
alive we concluded to come here and make a 
search for her. The little furniture we had 
was sold for afew dollars and we started 
from &t. Louis four weeks ago to walk to 
Chicago.

HARVARD TO ENGAND. 


Mr. Joseph Pulitzer Agrees to Pay the 
Expenses of Either Crew—Correspon- 
dence Which Will Probably Bring 
„About an International Race—The 
Western’s Revival—Acquatic News.

DEAR Sin- All levers of university sports in Amer- 
ica regret exceedingly the failure of the negotia-

Varsity crew and the Lale or Harvard Varsity crew 
this year. The impression has gained ground, and 
in my own private conversations with mem- 
bers of the crew the suggestion has been 


vaguely cenyeyed, that at least one of the difieul- 
ties whieh was in the way of the coming together 
of the two crews is the difficulty of meeting the ex- 
penses ofa trip to America. It the removal of this 
obstacle (if it de an obstacle) will tend toward 


fauithering a meeting between the Oxford crew and 
Yale or Harvard, I am empowered to say that Mr. 
Joseph Pulitzer of New York City will be very giad 


to be afforded the opportunity of paying all the ex- 
penses of the Oxford crew to and from America. 


Of course the idea in mind isthat the race shall 


not be made a show affair“ or an annex to the 
World's Fair or anything besides a legitimate meet- 
ing of the University crews fora ‘varsity race. If 
the suggestion crudely outlined here meets with 
favor in your eyes I shall be happy to call on you at 
your earliest convenience witha view to furthering 
the end desired.

Comparing the rowing of Oxford and Cam- 
bridge with Yale methods, the following are 
some of Graves’ observations: 

**Should a good Yale eight go to England to 
row the chances are they would be defeated 
unless they had at least two months of prac- 
ticeto get used to the course. The cox- 
swain has a whole education before him in 
learning to shoot the curves in the course 
and remember the eddies and bridges. The 
Thames from Putney to Mortlake is a thing 
absolutely indescribable to those who have 
not traversed it. On a straightaway four- 
mile course a Yale crew would have a good 
show of winning. The remarkable time made 
by Oxford is due largely tothe current, for 
thereis a rise and fall in the tide of the 
Thames often reaching twenty feet, and on 
the ebb, when the current of the river helps, 
itis dificult to make headway against it. 
The race is rowed when the tideis running 
fast. This is a great coutrast to the sluggish ~ 
movement of the broad Thames at New Lon- 
don, where the tide is not strong enough td 
swing the yachts at anchor at the time 
chosen for starting the race. 

The Oxford crew rowed over the course 
shortly before the race in Aim. 19s., with 
what would be cailed good conditions on this 
side. Although Cook got his ideas of rowing 
from a visit to England, the English and the 
American college stroke differ radically in 
many points. In blade work Oxford is nearly 
perfection, but not much better than a fin- 
ished Yale crew at New London. In body 
work the Englishmen are inferior. They are 
not at all pretty to look at, for several rea- 
sons. They are not forced to row with 
straight backs, and they swing all over the 
boat, instead of directly fore and aft. This 
is partly because they are not seated over 
the Keel of the boat, buton the sides oppo- 
site the row-locks. Thus, three men are on 
each side, while bow and stroke sit in the 
middle and are shiftea just enough to trim 
the shell. 

**Anotner noticeable difference is in the 
body swinging fore and aft. The Englisumen 
reach far over on the catch, lying down in 
the boat and going over just as far on the 
finish. They shoot their hands out very 
fast, and start their slides slowly, running . 
them atthe same rate through the whole 
recover. They had never heard of starting 
the slide yery rapldly and slowing down on 
the catch. 

»There is no fault to fina with the blade 
work. The oars get well back of the water, 
and m in cleanly and quickly. They are 
pall through straight with a very long 
stroke, whi is never cut off at the finish. 
Every crewman is a thorough waterman bs 
fore he tries for the university boat, and they 
all handle their oars with a delicacy and 
skill which are only got by experience of 
te in singles, fours and college eights.

our crews often show clean blade work, 

„British conservatism shows itself in the 
boats and rigging used. The shells them- 
selves are of cedar, finely modeled and beauw- 
ti finished skin. But the inside tracin 
is of the old style used in some of our ol 
shells stowed away in the boat-houses,heavy . 
and rather clumsy to look at. The styie of 
bracing which Waters, the paper shell 
builder, has perfected by degrees ms 
lighter and more effective. Thesame patent 
slides are used, but the track Nas hardly any 
siope Ss the stern and is almost par- 
allel with the keel. Instead of the patent 
row-lock exclusively by our crews, 
the plain iron thole-pin, consisting of 
two iron pins, is used. The oar has 
lots of play in it, rattle and 
thump of the oars would make a Yale coach 
wild. The men say they like to hear the 
noise, as it helps them to keep time. In a 
Yale boat the timing of the oar is as notseless 
as possibleto avoid any thump or jar, aud 
the patent rowlocks prevent any play. The 
oars are about three inches longer than are 
used by Yale or Harvard, the extra length 
being used inboard.

To attempt to crush the record of the re- 
cent land and parliamentary agitation in Ire- 
Jand into a compass of a few pages is like try- 
fing to write the Teh Commandments on a 
mall coin or the Iliad in a nutshell. If I 
borrow indoing so, from myself, I must jus- 
tify myself with Mr. John Morley on the old 
Greek principle that a man may once saya 
thing as he would have it said—he can hardly 
say it twice. . 

For some years after the Fenian insurrec- 
tion there was no political agitation in Ire- 
Jand, but in 1870 the home rule movement 
was formed by one or two leading Irishmen, 
who thought the time was ripe for a new con- 
stitutional effort. The movement spread 
rapidly. After the general election of 1874 
Some sixty Irish members were returned as 
Home Rulers. Home rule asks for Ireland a 
Separate government, still allied with the 
Imperial Government, on such principles as 
regulate the alliance between the United 
States of America. All that relates to local 
Dusiness it was proposed to delegate to the 
Irish Assembly; all questions of imperial 
policy were stillto be left to the Imperial 
Government. There was nothing very start- 
ling in the scheme. In most of the de 
pendencies of Great Britain home rule sys- 
tems of some kind were already established. 
One of the chief objections raisedtothe new 
proposal wasthat it would be practically 
im possible to decide the border line between 
Weal affairs and imperial affairs. The 
answer to this is, of course, that what has 
not been found dificult in the case of the 
American Republic or in the case of England 
and her colonies need not be found to pre- 
sent unsurpassable difficulties in the case of 
Great Britain and Ireland. 

SYSTEMATICALLY BEATEN. 

At first the home rule party was not very 
active. Its leader, Mr. Isaac Butt, used to 
have a regular home rule debate once every 
session, when he and his followers stated 
stated their views and took a division, and 
were, of course, defeated. Yet, while the 
English House of Commons was thus steadily 
rejecting year after year the demand for 
home rule, it was affording a strong argu- 
ment in favor of some system of local gov- 
ernment by constantly outvoting every 
proposition brought forward by the bulk of 
the Irish membDers relatingto Irish ques- 
tions. In 1877 it threw out the Irish munict- 
pal franchise bill, the Irish municipal privi- 
jeges bill and the bill for the purchase of Irish 
railways. In 1875 it threw out the motion for 
Inquiry into the working of the land act, the 
Grand-jury reform bill, the Irish municipal 
corporations bill, the municipal franchise 
dill. In 1876 it threw out the 
Irish fisheries bill, the Irish borough fran- 
chise bill, the Irish registration of voters 
bit and the Irish jand bill. These were all 
measures purely relating to Irish affairs, 
which, had they been left to the decision of 
the Irish members alone, would have been 
carried by overwhelming majorities. The 
Irish vote in favor of these measures was 
seldom less than twice as great as the op- 
posing votes; in some cases they were three 
times as great; in some cases they were four, 
seven and eight times greater. 

The strength of the new movement soon 
called for stronger leaders. The greatest 
Irish leader since O’Connell now entered po- 
litical life. 

PARNELL APPEARS. 

Mr. Charles Stewart Parnell, who entered 
the House of Commons in 1875as member for 
Meath, was a descendant ofa brother of the 
poet Parnell, and was great-grandson to Sir 
John Parnell, who, with his son Henry, at- 
terwards Lord Congleton, stood by Grattan 
to the last in his struggle against the Union. 
He was a grand-nephew orf Sir Henry Paruell, 
the first Lord Congleton, the advanced re- 
formerand friend of Lord Grey and Lord 
Melbourne. He was a Protestant and a mem- 
ber of the Protestant Synod. 

Mr. Parnell had all the qualities that go to 
make a good political leader, and the more 
advanced men in and out of Parliament 
began to look upon him as the real repre- 
sentative of the popular voice. In 1879 Mr. 
Butt died. He was an honest and able poli- 
tician; he was a sincere Irishman; he had 
called the Irish Home Rule party into exist - 
ence, and his name deserves grateful recol- 
lection in Ireland. The leadership of the 
Irish Parliamentary party was given to Mr. 
Wm. Shaw, member for Cork County, an 
able, intelligent man, who might have been 
a good leader in quieter times. But these 
were unguiet times. It was soon obvious 
that Mr. Parnell was the real leader recog- 
niged by the majority of the Irish Home Rule 
members and by the country behind them. 

Mr. Parnell and his following are often 
written aboutas if they had invented ob- 
struction; as if obstruction had never been 
practiced in the House of Commons before 
Mr. Parnell entered it. It should be remem- 
Dered that the early Irish obstruction was on

He 
was laughed at by English public opinion but 
he proved a true prophet. Mr. Parnell knew 
that the land act of 1870 was not the last work 
of legislation on his behalf.

DISTRESS AMONG TENANTS. 


bad harvests. The faflure of the 
potato crop threatened the bulk of the popu- 
lation of Ireland with starvation. The hor- 
rors of 1847 threatened to revive in Ireland. 
The Irish members urged Lord Beaconsfleld's 
government to take some action to relieve 
the distress, but nothing was doneand the 
distress increased. Karly in A st it was 
plain that the harvest was gone; famine was 
close at hand. Mr. Davitt hud been in Amer- 
ica planning out a land organization, and 
had returned to Ireland tocarry out his plan. 
Land meetings were held in many parts of 
Ireland, and in October Mr. Parnell, Mr. 
Davitt, Mr. Patrick Egan and Mr. Thomas 
Brennan founded the ish National Land 
League, the most powerful political organt- 
zation that had been formed in Ireland since 
the union. The objects of the Land League 
were the abolition of the existing landlord 
system and the introduction of peasant pro- 

etorship. 

After the Land League was founded Mr. 
Parnell went to America to raise money to 
meet thegdistress, and returned to Ireland 
with nearly $250,000 for the relief of distress, 
and thousands for the political purposes of the 
Land League. Relief was ind imperative ; 
famine was abroad and eviction Kept pace 
with famine. There had been over 10,000 
evictions in four years. The Government did 
nothing to stay famine or eviction. The 
Land League fund, large asit was, was not 
nearly — 2 to cope with the * dis- 
tress, and fresh fünds were raised by the 
Lord Mayor of Dublin, Mr, E. D. Gray, M. P., 
and by the Duchess of Mariborough. wife of 
the Lord Lieutenant, whose action was in 
curious contradiction to the assurances of 
the Government that no serious distress 

The condition of the coun- 
the Land 
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Lord Beaconsfield appealed to the country. 
The Home Rule members issued a manifesto 
calling upon Irishmen everywhete to vote 
against the supporters of Lord Beacons- 
field’s Government. The advice was implicitly 
followed. The general election returned Mr. 
Gladstone to power at the head of a large 
majority. The Home Rule party in the 
House was largely reinforced, chiefly by men 
returned under the influence of Mr. Parnell, 
who was now definitely elected as the leader 
of the Irish Parliamentary party. 

THE NEW IRISH PARTY. 

Mr. Shaw and a few friends separated 
themselves from Mr. Parnell’s party and sat 
onthe Ministerial side of the House, while 
Mr. Parnell and his followers sat with the 
Opposition. The Irish party had great hopes 
from Mr. Gladstone’s Government. The 
Government on its part undoubtedly ex- 
pected cordial allies inthe advanced Irish 
party. Both sides were disappointed. 
It was perhaps impossivle that it should 
be otherwise. The Irish party found 
that their hopes of speedy settlement of 
some of the most pressing Irish grievances 
were not to be rapidly realized. here was 
thus a division between the Government and 
the new Irish party as soon as the new 
Parliament began which gradually deepened 
into an open breach. The wretched condl- 
tion of the Irish tenants, and the terrible 
numberof evictions, led thelrish party to 
bring forward a billfor the purpose of stay- 
ing evictions. The Governmedt adopted 
some Irish suggestions in their compensa- 
tion for disturbance bill, which proposed to 
extend for a few months a portionof the 
Ulster tenant right custom, which givesa 
dispossessed tenant compensation for im- 

rovements he may have made. It was re- 
ected by the House of Lords, and the Gov- 
ernment refused totake any stepsto force 
the Lords to atcept. But they promised 
to bring in a comprehensive measure 
the next session, and they appointed a 
commission to inquire into the condition 
of the agricultural population of Ireland 
on which commission they absolutely refuse 
to giveany place to any representative of 
the tenant farmers’ cause. The agita- 
tian out of doors increased. The Land 
Leogue advised the people to co-operate for 
their owa interests, and to form a sort of 
trade union of the tenant class, and to stand 
by each other in passively resisting, not 
merely evictions, but exactions of what they 
considered an unjust amountof rent above 
tne rate of Griffith’s valuation. 

GRIFFITH’S VALUATION. 

Griffith’s valuation was, undoubtedly, a 
very rough-and-tumble way of estimating 
the land, but at least it was very much 
more reasonable to go by than the rates of 
the tfack-rents. All rents, therefore above 
Griffith’s valuation were condemned by the 
Land league, anda practical strixe was or- 
ganized against the landlords extorting 
them. The strike was supported a 
form of action, or rather inaction, 
which soon became historical. Boycotting, 
so called from the name of its first victim, 
meant the social excommunication of any 
rack-renting or evicting landlord, any op- 
pressive agent, any land-grabber. No one 
who held the cause of the league dear was to- 
work for, buy from, sell to or hold any com- 
munication with the obnoxious persons. The 
rocess was strictly legal; nothing was to be 
— to the offender; nothing was to be done 
tor him. So long as the league and its follow 
ers acted strictly within the law, kept simply 
on the defensive, and avoided all aggression, 
its position was invulnerable. The respoasi- 
bie leaders of the Land League always 
strongiy condemned any other than constitu- 
Aena agitation. Mr. Michael Davitt earnest- 
ly and incessantly denounced all intimida- 
tion, all violence. 

Unfortunately these counsels were not al- 
ways obeyed. Thefamine and the accom- 
panying evictions nad left bitter fruit. Men 
who had been starving, who had seen their 
family, their friends, dying of hunger, who 
had been evicted to the roadside, for all that 
their landlord eared—such men were not in 
the spirit for wise counsels. The proud pa- 
tience which the gods are said to love is not 
always easy to assume, at least for ignorant 
peasants, starving, homeless, smarting un- 
der a burning sense of wrong and a wild, 
helpless desire for revenge. There were 
many outrages in different parts of the coun- 
try, as there had been after every Irish fam- 
ine; men were killed here and there; cattle, 
too, were killed and mutilated. These bvut- 
rages were made the most of in England. 
scattered murders were spoken of as part of 
a widely planned organization of massacre. 
Ministerialists argued that within ten months 
the mutilation of animalsin Ireland had in- 
creased to forty-seven; therefore, the liber- 
ties of a nation of 5,000,000 should be sus- 
pended. 

THE STATE TRIALS. 

The Government resolved to hold the lead- 
ers of the movement responsible forevery 
wild speech made throughout the country by 
every irresponsible speaker. Mr. Parnell, 
Mr. Dillon, Mr. Sexton and other members of 
Parliament were prosecuted. The State 
trials came on atthe close of 1880. Asthe 
jury could not agree, Mr. Parnellcame back 
to Parliament with greater power than ever. 
When PFarllament met in 1881, it was known 
that Mr. Gladstone was goingto bringin a 
land bill and a coercion bill, The Land 
League’s advocacy of open agitation had 
done much to decrease the secret conspiracy 
and midnight outrage which coercion bills 
have always engendered. The Government 
refused any concession. They would not 
even * in the land dul first and the 
coercion ill afterwards. Then the Irish 
members broke away from the Government 
altogether and opposed the coercion bill 
withall the means in their ower that 
weeks they 
measure, and the obstruction was only 
brought to a close in the end of Fébruary by 
acoup d’etat, when the Speaker interven- 
ing, deciared that the debate must gono 
further. Thenext day Mr. Michael Davitt 
was arrested. The news was received with 
exultation in the House and with indignation 
by the Irish members, who strove to speak 
against it, ana thirty-six were expelled from 
the sitting in consequence, 

The severance of the extreme Irish party 
and the Government was now complete. Mr. 
Bright, who had often supported Ireland be- 
fore, and was looked upon asa true friend by 
the Irish people, was one of the bitterest op- 
ponents of the whole national movement 
and of its pariiamentary leadere. The Irish 
national press was fiercely exasperated to 
And Mr. Bright voting for coercion in Ire- 
land. He had indeed voted for coercion be- 
fore in his younger days, but he had always 
been eloquent against it, and his ufterances 
were brought up against him by the Irish pa- 


pers. 

But all such recriminations were vain and 
vaiueless. That Mr. Bright was no longer a 
friend to the leaders of Irish pablic opinicn, 
that he was no longer at the sideof those who 
undoubtedly represented the feeling of the 
nation, was a matter indeed for regret. But 
they had to go on and do the best they could 

ithout him; they could not turn from the 

urse of their duty even because a great 
speaker anda at statesman did not think 
and act in his old age as he nad thought and 
acted when he was younger. 
JOHN DILLON’S ARREST. 

Soon after the coercion act was passed the 
Government arrested Mr. John Dillon. Mr. 
John Dillon was one of the most extreme of 
the Irish members, His father was Mr. John 
B. Dillon, the rebel of 1848, and one of the

and some of Mr. John Bright’s speeches con. 
tain the warmest tributes to his honor and 
his ability. Mr. John Dillon, the son, was a 
man of much more extreme opinions. Some 
months after bis imprisonment, Mr. Dil- 
lon was released on account of in health, 
The coercion bill proved a hopeless failure. 
The Government did its best, by imprisoning 
members of the Land League, local leaders, 
riests and others, in all Sirections .. So give 
Ere country over again into the ands of 
Ribbonmen and other conspiraters, and take 
it out of the hands of the constitutional agl- 
tators. The land bill was passed and proved 
to be utterly inadequate to the purpose it 
was intended to serve. 

With the conclusion of Parliament a Land 
League Convention was summoned in the 
Rotunda, Dublin, in the early days of Sep- 
tember, 1881. The convention represented 
the public feeling of Ireland, as far as pubiic 
Opinion ever can be represented by a dele- 
gated body. The descendants of the Crom: 
wellian settlers of the North sat side by side 
with men of the rebel blood of Tipperary, 
with the impetuous people of the South, with 
the strong men of the midland hunting coun- 
ties. The most remarkable feature of the 
meeting was the vast number of priests who 
were present. 

CLERICAL SUPFORT. 

It was said at first by those who did not 
understand the Irish clergy that the church 
and the league would never form an alll- 
ance, But the Land League soon began fo 
gain powerful supporters among the Irish 
ecclesiastics. Archbishop MacCabe had at- 
tacked it early in the movement. His attack 
had raiseg up a powerful champion of the 
Land League th Archbishop Croke of Cashel. 
The Nationalists welcomed Archbishop Croke 
as their religious leader, and he traveled 
through Ireland in a sort of triumph, receiv- 
from the peasantry everywhere the most en- 
thusiastic reception. The priests in general 
began to epee the Land League programme 
enthusiastically. The priesthood have 
always been the warmest supporters of 
any movemeatthat has really appeared to 

romise to do good to the lrish people. Cler- 
cal ay, withthe Land League was in 
itselfa proof of its law-abiding and consti- 
tutional principles, which ought to have 
counted for much with the Government. But 
the Government appeared to be obstinately 
shut against all impressions. Instead of be- 
ing impressed bythe significance of the ec- 
clesiastical support of the League, the Gov- 
ernment seemed determined to force the 
priests and the Leaguers into closer sympa¢ 
thy by arresting on Day 20 a Catholic priest, 
Fr. Kugene Sheehy of Kilmallock. He was 
soon set free again; he at once commenced a 
vigorous crusade against the Ministry, and 
his entry into Cork, in company with Mr. 
Parnell, resembled a Roman triumph. 
The. Government was now determined 
to make * bold stroke. Mr. 
Gladstone made a bitter attack on Mr. Par- 
nell, to which Mr. Parnell flercely replied, 
andafew days after a\cescent was made 
upon the leaders of the Land League. Mr. 
Parnell, Mr. Sexton, Mr. Dillon and the chief 
officers of the League were arrested and con- 
veyed to Kilmainham prison. Mr. Egan, 
who was in Paris, and some others, escaped 
arrest. An address was at once issued to the 
Irish tenants, signed by the imprisoned Land 
Leaguers, and calling upon them to pay no 
rent until their leaders were liberated. The 
Government immediately declared the Land 
League illegal and suppressed its branches 
throughout the country. The result was a 
great increase in the outrages, and the 
country became more disturbed than ever. 

SEXTON’S RELEASE. 

After awhile Mr. Sexton was liberated on 
on account of Ill health, and the imprison- 
ment of the other Land Leaguers was 
evidently a great embarrassment to the 
Government. Private overtures of freedom 
were made to them if they would consent to 
leave the country for a time—at least of tree- 
dom, if they would consent to cross the 
Channel tothe Continent, even though they 
came back the next day. But the prisoners 
refused any such compromise. They con- 
sidered thatthey had been unfairly impris- 
oned, and they would accept no conditions. 
Meanwhile theaffairs of the country were 
going from bad to worse. The Government 
was unable to cope with the disaffection,and 
the Land act was unavailing to meet the 
misery of the people. The land courts 
were overcrowded with work; there wére 
thousands of cases in hand whichit w 
take years to dispose of, and in the mean- 
time the people were taking every advant- 
age ofthe delay. To meet the difficulty, Mr. 
Parnell sent out from his prison the draft of 
an Arrears bill, to relieve the tenant from 
the pressure of pastrent, andthis measure 
was practically accepted by the Government, 
who promised, if the Irish party withdrew 
their measure, to bring ina Ministerial Dill 
tothe same effect. Fresh surprises were in 
store. Rumors of a change of poiicy on the 
part of the Government were suddenly con- 
firmed by the liberation of Mr. Parnell, Mr. 
Dillon, Mr. O’Kelly, and many other of the 
Land League prisoners, and, more surpris- 
ing still, by the release of Mr. Michael Davitt. 


PH@NIX PARK MURDERS. 

The Ministry seemed really to have 
awakened to the gravity of the situation, 
and to have suddenly accepted Fox’s theory 
of the necessity of governing Ireland accora- 
ing to Irish ideas. Mr. Forster, the most un- 
compromising opponent of such a theory, 
resigned, and Lord Frederick Cavendish, a 
younger son of the Duke of Devonshire, was 
appointed Chief Secretary for Ireland in his 
place. Then came the terrible tragedy which 
shattered the fair fortune that seemed to 
have come at last for Ireland. On Saturday 
May 6, 1882, Lord Frederick Cavendish landed 
in Dublin; that same evening he and Mr. 
Burke, one of the Castle officials, were mur- 
dered in Phoenix Park in the clear summer 
twilight by assassins, who escaped at 
the time. The Irish leaders, Mr. Par- 
nell, Mr. Davitt and Mr. Dillon, issueda 
manifesto to the Irish people, expressing in 
their own heart-stricken grief the sorrow 
and the shame of the party andthe people 
they represented. The document concluded: 
We feel that no act has been perpetrated in 
our country during the exciting struggles for 
social and political rights of the past fifty 
years that has so stained the name of hos- 
pitable Ireland as this cowardly and unpro- 
voked assassination of afriendly stranger, 
and that, until the murderers of Lord 
Frederick Cavendish and Mr. Burke are 
brought to justice that stain will sully our 
country’s name. 

The Government at once brought in a 
crimes bill one of the most stringent ever 
1 against Ireland. They then brought 
n and carried, after strong opposition in the 
House of Lords, their arrears bill, a measure 
to enable the tenant farmers of Ireland, un- 
der certain conditions, to wipe out the ar- 
rears of rent which had accumulated upon 
them.

THE NEW ERA. 

In October another National Convention 
was held in Dublin, anda new and vast or- 
ganization formed, embracing in one all the 
Irish demands for home rule and for land 
reform. With its inauguration begins a new 
chapter in Irish nistory. 

The ten years that have passed since the 
foundation of the National League have been 
eventful years for Ireland. They have seen 
the conversion of a Liberal party to the cause 
of home rule. They have seen a grand En-

nto the House ofCommons. They have seen 
the defeat of that statesman, the division of 
his followers, the long reign of a coercive 
Tory Government.

PITTSBURG, May 5.—‘**Notwithstanding that 
I have made cards a life study and probably 
have had more experience than any other 
man living in the art of handling them, lam 
a poor poker player and invariably get 
Deaten every time I play, said Herrmann, 
the magician, to your correspondent at the 
Schlosser to-day. I am not a lover of the 
game, and only engage in it for a little socia 
pleasure and the excitement. “We play a 
great dealin clubdom and flatdom in New 
York. The people I play with can afford to 
lose $500 or so and not give it a passing 
thought. Playingcards with this class of 
people is a pleasure. There is no enjoyment 
in playing poker with professional gamblers. 
They are out to get your money, and by 
cheating they generally succeed. 

„I have many amusing things happen to 
me while playing poker. In 1875, while sum- 
mering at a watering place outside New 
York, I was accosted one evening by a well- 
dressed man, who asked me if I would Ike to 
take a hand in a game of draw. By appoint- 
ment I met him at 11 o’ciock that night, and 
we proceeded to his room, which was overa 
cafe on a prominent street. He introduced 
me to four other men and me sat down to 
play. Ihad a fear that everything was not 
on the square afterI had been in the game 
buta few minutes. Each man bought $200 
worth of chips. After losinga little money 
Isaw had fallen in with a gang of card 
sharps, who evidently got me in the game 
to skin me. I had considerable money about 
my person, but was not afraid. Owing to 
the large number of highway robberies that 
had occurred within a few weeks I carried a 
revolver on account of being out late at 
night. 

I noticed one man in the crowd who had 
a habit of shuffling the cards so that the aces 
always were at the bettom of the pack. I 
very innocently called his attention to it and 
asked him to shuffle allthe cards. He looked 
surprised and laughed the matter off. I saw 
him cheating again, but did not say any- 
thing. At the third offense I got mad at the 
tnought that the men evidently picked me up 
fora greenhorn. I could not contain myself 
longer, and indignantly said: ‘Gentlemen, I 
see you are determined to cheat me. I guess 
I can cheat, too.’

Keeping the 
gang covered with the revolverin my right 
hand I gathered all my money from the table 
with my left and backed to the door. I turned 
the knob with the hand in whichI had the 
money, and swinging the door open, backed 
out without saying a word. 

**While in Panama in 1884 I got into a game 
of poker with some nice people. We played 
on an ordinary green top baize card table. I 
noticed one of the men held remarkably 
strong hands, especially when the pot was 
large. I watched him awhile and saw he had 
a hole in the table at the end of the cloth. 
By pressing @ spring with his foot he could 
push upfive cards into his hand which he 
held over the hole. I afterwards heard of 
his death and boughtthe table from his et- 
fects.

A SUIT OF CLOTHES FOUND IN A PAWH- 
SHOP RECALLS HIS CAREER. 
. 


He Had a Red-Haired Wife Who Could 
Shoot Holes in Six Cans Thrown Into 
the Air in Quick Succession — She 
Swore at His Executioners.

DENVER, Colo., May 4.—An Eastern curio 
collector the other day picked up in a Denver 
pawnshop a rich relic of the early days“ of 
Colorado. It is a buckskin suit covered thick 
with Gelicately wrought bead work, Thirty 
years ago it was worn by Alf Slade, a famous 
Gesperado. He was hung by the vigilantes 
up in Montana. The clothes have drifted 
about the West liké the memory of their wild 
owner and will now finda fitting rest inan 
Eastern museum, the particular gem ofa 
Wild West collection. How the suit came to 
be in the musty old pawnshop does not mat- 
ter much; the story that absorbsis that of 
Alf Slade and his picturesque apparel in the 
old days when human life was cheaper than 
bacon, and when the six-shooter and the 
bag of gold dust were rulers of the plains. 

The suit consists ofthree garments, the 
conventional coat, vestand trousersof civ- 
llization. But in the materials aud work- 
manship lies the interest and the beauty. All 
the garments are of buckskin and silk, the 
choicest and finest. The coat is long, evi- 
dently intended to resemble the ubiquitous 
Prince Albert. It is lined with genuine im- 
ported Paisley shawl, strangely out of place 
in sucha garment. The sleeves are of lemon 
colored silk. 

All over the coat is the most exquisite beaa- 
work in all colors and many desigas. On the 
skirts, frontand back, are rosesand wild 
flowers in graduated and blended tints, true 
to nature. Among these flowers are inter- 
twined vines and foliage. The beadwork is 
almosta solid mass at the bottom of the 
skirts, but a foot higher it becomes less pro- 
fuse, taperingaway naturally upward. On 
each side of the collar are a cross, heart and 
anchor, the chain encircling the collar and 
all vividly wrought in harmonious shades, 
On the skirtsand sleeves is the fringe usu- 
ally found on sucha garment—the pioneer’s 
dress suit. 

the vest is decorated with silk embroidery, 
worked with peculiar skill, the designs re- 
sembling those on the coat. It is edged with 
white and black beads and the back of the 
vest is of blue satin. 

The trousersarein many respects the chief 
glory ofthe suit. They are long and heavy. 
Down each leg extend two rows of beadwork, 
twining ivy and rose buds. Therows are 
five inches apart and between them are the 
most delicately wrought figures in the suit. 
There is a hunter clad in buckskinand armed; 
a dog dn the run; a speeding deer; a wild and 
flercely painted Indian andafew six-shoot- 
ers and hunting Knives scattered along like 
punctuation marks. 

This ts the suit and the effect, the ensemble 
of it, is something gorgeous, picturesque, 
suggestive. It is somewhat faded and here 
and there the rich and heavy beadwork is 
torn, but it is roughly beautiful with the 
beauty of the plains. It is still expressive of 
the rough, artistic tastes of Alf Slade, the 
bully, the desperado, the coward. He and 
the unknown, squalid squaws who made it in- 
the little Indian village, will be remembered 
a this suit, vaguely and with increasing won- 

er. 

A famous thing in its day was the C. O. O. 
& P. P. Co., this being the som ewhat neces- 
sary abbreviation of the sounding name of 
the Central Overland California & Pike’s 
Peak Express Co. It was established in 1859 
and 1860 by Alex Benham and Ben Fichland. 
who were in the employ of Russell, Majors & 
Wardell, the owners ofthe line. it was put 
in operation just after the far-famed pony 
express had broken down forthe time. The 
express company ran stages and wagon 
trains from Atchison, or from the end of 
the westward-creeping Union PacifiC wher- 
ever it chanced to be, to Salt Lake City, then 
» known as Great Salt Lake. 

When the line was put in operation Ben 
Fickland became superintendent, Alfred 
Slade was agent of the division from Jules- 
burg to Rocky Ridge and the other half, from 
that point to Salt Lake, was in charge of 
James Brumley, better known as ‘Lying 
Jim,“ for he was reputed to be the biggest 
liar in the United States. 

ade, as agent of the ©. O. C. & P. P. Co. 
had an important position. He drew $300a 
month for his services, and that was but a 
small portion of what he made out of his po- 
sition. The overland stage was a tremend- 
ous thing in those days. It was the sole line 
of supplies, the only route of travel and the 
only way out of the country forthe gold be- 
ing washed out of the creeks. Hundreds of 
men, horses, mules and wagons were re- 
quired to operate the system. Great trust 
was placed in the agents and in the drivers 
of the stages. Often as much as $200,000 
would travel across the country, guarded by 
the driver of the big horse team. Of course, 
many thousand dollars disappeared, for 
hold-ups were frequent. It was said that 
Slade, by means of his gang ot rutlans, got 
the most of it, and for this and other rea sons 
men came to hate and fear him. Not that he 
would kill anybody in a fair ight, for he was 
acoward. But he saia ‘‘Shoot!’’ and his 
gang shot. It was just as effective and much 
safer. But Slade liked to be known as a des- 
perado. He cultivated that reputation. All 
along the line of the overland stage he came

NOT SATISFIED YET. 


Dr. Hourigan Gets a Light Sentence 
After Years of Fighting in Courts. 
LEBANON, Ky., May 6.—The celebrated Dr. 
Hourigan murder case was disposed of to- 
day, when the jury, after being out about 
twenty-four hours, returned a verdict of 
guilty of manslaughter, and fixing Houri- 
gan’s punishment at ten year in the peni+ 
tentiary. Eleven of the jur favored a 
term of twenty-one years and one a sentence 
for two years, and a compromise was effected 
onten years, as above stated. The crime 
for which Hourigan stands convicted was 
Killing Sam Hays in April, 1688. Hays was 
his brother-in-law, and the difficulty arose 
over a loan of $250, which Hays had made 
Hourigan, b 
The latter was arressted at once after the 
killing and placed in the Lebanon jail, where 
a mobfrom his neighborhood attempted to 
take him for thé purpose of administering 
lynch law. The noise of the mob and Hou- 
rigan’s outcries aroused the citizens, and the 
men were forced to abandon their purpose. 
Hourigan was granted a change of venue to 
the Taylor Ofrcuit Court, where the case was 
tried, a verdict of ninety years being re- 
turned, He was granted a new trial, how- 
ever, and was meanwhile sent to the Bards- 
town fan for safe keeping. Here he escaped 
from jail, but was subsequently captu in 
ast Tennessee and brought back to p 
UIs ville, where he was afterward admitted 
to bail. Since then the case has bad two 
mistrials and numerous continuantces. It has 
been one of the most costly cases in the his- 
tory ofthe State, which it has mulcted in 
the sum of nearly $60,000. Judge John W. 
Lewis of Springfield, presided as special 
judge in the case with much dignity an 
ness.

PRINCETON, N. J., May 6.—Princeton has a 
Borgia,“ and is developing a story of 
crime that will outrival in interest the Har- 
risor Buchanan wife-poisoning cases. The 
central Ogure in the story is Mrs. Mattie 
Stann, a woman of 60, tal and angular, but 
with a face that is Kindly and eyes that give 
out no evidence of viciousness or depravity. 
But this woman now occupies a 
cell in the Mercer County Peni- 
tentiary at Trenton. She was locked up on 
suspicion of having murdered her own son by 
administering to him regulariy and continu- 
ously for eight weeks or more quantities of

bichloride of mercury. She is suspected of 
having induced the boy to submit to an ex- 
amination that enabled her to place an in- 
surance of over $1,200 on his life, and then, 
in order to obtain this money, of having de- 
liberately and almost immediately begun the 
work of Killing him with slow poison. 

Not only is this crime laid at the mother’s 
door, Dut there is strong ground for the sus- 
picion that Mrs. Shann caused.the death of 
her husband November by similiar 
means. Frederick Shann’s body now lies in 
Rocky Hill Cemetery, three miles from Princ - 
ton, and it will be exbumed as boon as the 
Prosecuting Attorney can obtain ‘the neces- 
sary permission, the cemetery being located 
in another county.

Shann’s death isthe direct result of the de- 


velooments brought out in the inquest on the 

death of his son, John Shann.

To-morrow night at the Olympic the first 
production hereof Victorien Sardou’s emi- 
nently successful comedy, Amerieans 
Abroad, by Daniel Frquman's Lyceum 
Theater company will take place. The play 
proved a decided triumph at the New Tors 
Lyceum. Itis spoken of as a comedy that 
appeals to cultured taste—a play of delicate 
touches, an undercurrent of subtle humor 
with a vein of pathos.

The Paris correspondent of the Dry Goods 
Economist says that Lole Fuller and her danc- 
ing costumes have revolutionized the 
Parisian fashions, and says that not since 
the earlier triumphs of Bernhardt has 
modishness taken such cognizance of any 
woman’s personality.

These were followed by the Lole 
Fuller gauzes, in which three or four colors 
were 1 — in stripes melting into each 
other, Similar effects were then applied to 
thicker gauses, goffered in rounded ribs, just 
as formerly lace and muslin frillings were 
straw fluted, the ribs running across the 
fabric. To these were soon added brocaded 
silks with shaded grounds. Then the flower 
and plume makers took up the idea. Shaded 
velvet and satin began to be used to make 
the pedals of artificial flowers. Ostrich 
feathers were treated to shading from stem 
to tip. The latest novelty is the sheaf of 
many-colored aigrette, which in common 
with all these productions bears the name of 
Lole Fuller. Added articles are Lote Fuller 
ribbons, handkerchiefs, and other bits of 
wear; and even the uadulating movements 
of her skirts describe waves and spirals that 
are reproduced in bDrocades. Moreover, mil- 
liners have adopted spiral filutes of lace for 
trimmings and the Loie Fuller hat, its wav- 
ing curves of black lace sparkling with jet, 
is the latest novelty on record.

A QUAINT OLD MAN. 


Joseph Michel, Who in ths Early Days 


Sold Peanuts on the River. 

A letter recetved from New Madrid states 
that Joseoh Michelis still alive, though now 
more than 90 years of age. Inthe early days 
when keelboats and barges were the princi- 
pal craftson the river there was no better 
known man nor more eccentric character 
than Joseph Michel. 

While in St. Louis he was always a wel- 
comed guestatthe ‘‘Cross Keys’’ on Second 
street, between Spruce and Poplar, kept by 
James Gonzales. Thistavern was the prin- 
cipal resort of boatmen and voyagers. 

Though well knownin st. Louis, Mr. Mich- 
el’s home was on the river, a short distance 
below New Madrid, where hekept a wood 
yard for many years for the supply of fuel to 
steamboats. He also raisedand sold peanuts 
to crews and passengers. Michel was born 
in 1795 at Bonne Terre Ohurch, above New 
Orleans, and his father, Napoleon Michel, in 
1800 moved to New Madrid, he dein

ving been the first immigrant there. 
Joseph remembers seeing Aaron Burr, with 
his troops in four or five boats descending 
the Mississippi on his abortive expedition. 
He also had some vivid experiences con- 
nected with the earthquake at New 
Madrid which spent its force in 
that quarter. In the early days 
of steamboating passengers had to pay good 
round sums forthe fare. Mr. Michel came 
up from New Orleans on the first trip of the 
steamer — 4 pen for which he paid $15 in 
cash, besides having to carry wood for the 
furnace—and all this for mere deck passage. 

New Madrid became the headquarters of 
hunters and traders. Michel's place was the 
rendezvous for them.

‘PoreKa, Kan., May6.—The State Temper- 
ahce Unton received reports to-day from 
eigbt counties in Southwest Kansas and 
three counties in the Sixth Congressional 
District, which show that the Army of 
Liberty, the organization recently started 
to bring about the overthrow of prohibition, 


is having a tremendous growth. Lodges 
have deen orga in ever large 
town in the counties reporting and the mem- 
bership is mapidip dpeseasing. It is a non- 
partisan movement, if which leading Demo- 
crats, Populists and Republicans are 
interested. Its businessis done entirely in 
secret, the plan of work being something 
similar to the why pe Alliance as it was 
originally inaugufa in this State. 

The society vires every member to take 
an oath that will mot support any 
candidate for e who is not openly 
opposed to the pronibitory law. In the fall 
elections next year the members of the Army 
of Liberty will cagt their solid vote for the 
candidates for member of the Legislature 
who, regardless of politics, will pledge them- 
selves in favor of a resubmission of the pro- 
hibition question. 

It is twelve years since the adoption of the 
prohibitory amendment, and it is argued

Coo, May 5.—The sympathetic soul ot 
Chicago has been touched this week by the 
woes of the Esquimauxat the World’s Fair 
grounds. The gevoit ofthe northern natives 
against the indignity and discomfort of wear- 
ing sealskin sers in spring has moved 
even the press toa protest in their behalf, 
Sealskin is very well in its place, so they say, 
and may be very desirable when the mer- 
cury is traveling down toward sero, but it 
becomes a burden when the mercury turns 
the other way, and the warm winds and the 
green grass shows that spring is here, with 
summer soon to follow. 

But it is not so much the discomfort as the 
indignitity of which compiaint is made. It 
ig an outrage upon human liberty, it is said, 
and upon that equality of birth, of which Mr. 
Jefferson eloquently spoke, to compel a man 
to wear sealskin trousers when he prefers 
that these useful articles of apparel be made 
ofsome other material. It is urged that, 
though these Esquimaux may wear sealskin 
trousers when at home in Labrador, cond!i- 
tions are greatly altered when they come to 
Chicago. Thisisthe typical American city. 
America is the land of freedom, and if in that 
city, which is supposed to present its char- 
acteristics best, a man cannot wear any kind 
of breeches he chooses, where, then, can he 
wear them. 

But the Esquimaux, though Inside the Ex- 
position grounds, are not entirely under the 
control of the Exposition management. They 
are leased, as it were, by a private company, 
and the contracts of that company call for 
sealskin breeches as well as Esquimaux. The 
one is useless without the other. The com- 
pany does not want to show an Esquimau 
dressed like an ordinary Chicago citizen, and 
consequently it means to keep the nether 
limbs of those Esquimaux in sealskin though 
the mercury goes to 110 deg. in the shade this 
summer. 

The case has been in Judge McConnell’s 
court this week, and Peter Mesherand Thos. 
Pallacier, two of the Esquimaux, have testi- 
fied to their sufferings in sealskin breeches 
since the weather has been warm. They 
have told, with pathos, how they perspired, 
and their limbs grew. heavy and their strength 
departed under the weight of sealskin, and 
they sought relief and could not obtain it. 
Even amid the mighty filnging of mud at- 
tending the Mayoralty race, Chicago found 
time to notice the case of the Esquimaux and 
comment upon it. 

But sympathy will probably avail nothing. 
The law, it is understood, takes no cog- 
nizance of such emotions. There is nothing 
about sympathy in Blackstone or Kent. The 
Judge is supposed to split hairs with the 
coolness and impartiality of something that 
is without feeling or life. The company 
flourished its contracts in court. These con- 
tracts called for sealskin breeches, be the 
weather warm or be it cold. The constitu- 
tion of the United States guarantees the in- 


Violability of contracts, and it looks as if the 


Esquimaux would have to swelter through 
the summer as best they can. 

Meanwhile they are making the most of 
life in the village. Oneof the most itnterest- 
ing characters among tnem is a little Prince, 
who has been ill with the measles. 

The Esquimaux are near the Fifty -seventh 
street entrance of the park. Passing out at 
this gate one is upon the Midway Plaisance. 
This is the side show to the Fair. Speaking 
in a metaphorical sense, the fat women and 
the skeleton men and the Circassian beauties 
of the Fair are located here. 

Midway Piaisance isa very pretty name, 
but at present this piace looks more like a 
lumber-yard thana pleasure ground, which 
its name means. The Austrian village and 
the German village are located here, and 
both will present some interesting features, 
especially to students of history, as each will 
a ve a mediaeval section. 

There will also be a of South sea 
Islanders, and it is announced that its inhab- 
itants will depictall the customs of the na- 
tives of Polynesia. As one of the most impor- 
tant of these, and certainly the most famous 
of them, is cannibalism, it is supposed that 
the performance will not quite equal the 
promise, 

There will de a Dahomey village also, if 
Gen. Dodds and his French soldiers and their 
mitrallieuses and breech-loading rifies leave 
enough DahoOmeyans to u a village. A real 
Amazon of the warlike tribe such as — 
Behanzin of Dahomey had in his army woul 
make this village the star attraction of the 
Midway Plaisance, but even enterprising 
Chicago may not be abie to capture the Ama 
zon and bring her here.
